Amipst the trouble and the tribulation, the anxiety, the sorrow 
aud the disappointments which have come almost normally to 
occupy 80 large a proportion of Jewish life, it is a happy thing that 
the Jew can now and again turn in memory to happenings of great 
joy, to times and occasions when by providential interposition 
deliverance has come to this or that section of his people when the 
prospect before them was dark indeed. Such a day is Purim, 
and such are the events it memorialises. The Jew does 
well thus to maintain year by year the celebration of these 
auniversaries. It is not mere futile optimism which induces 
iim to recollect and recount the downfall of his enemies, 
and the glorification of those who stood fast and firm in 
is people’s defence. These historical incidents are valuable, 
vecause of the constant lesson they provide that in the long run 
‘ight triumphs and that abiding by true principles with firm 
viherence to Jewish duty is the Jew's best and surest haven. 
That is the teaching of the incidents of the Purim, which tell 
of the faithfulness of Mordecai and the splendid courage of 
.other—faithfulmess and courage that were rendered not for 
vcrscual advantage, for personal gain, or from personal motive, but 
in the service of. the Jewish people. And‘in this respect at least, 
with the ages that have gone by, things remain much the same. 
‘he Hamans of to-day, who bitterly hate us, the forces of the 
‘orld, by which we are misunderstood—there is but one way 
by which these can be overcome. It is only by countering them 
with the sturdiness born of love for and adherence to Judaism. 
thus it is (and because the story of the first Purim has so much

tion wholly neglected by Jews—is borne out so largely by fact.

Whether this was so or not, what Mr. WoouLey has to 
tell us is, in any case, of intense importance. It proves—and it by no 
means stands alone in proof—that there were prehistoric civilisa- 
tions of a very high order, producing much that was both 
beautiful and useful, and which indeed cannot be rivalled by modern 
ingenuity. But in any case his discovery of this flood area 
goes a long way to establishing Bible history in regard to a matter 
which has, perhaps. rather more than most other incidents told in 
Scripture, been relegated to the mere legendary.. To be sure, the 
details of what the Bible records do not fit in with Mr. WooLLEeY's 
discovery ; many of them it would be impossible to prove by means 
of exploration, however extensive and however careful. Still, the 
broad fact remains that, assuming Mr. WoOoLLEY's conclusions to be 
correct, there is good testimony of there having been a astating 
flood, and at least sufficient to show that the Bible account is based 
upon truth. That isa distinct gain for the Bible, because it is all

A Jewish Vote. 


WiTH the imminence of a General Election, there are obvious 
attempts to create a Jewish Vote. That is to say, all parties are 
bent on appealing for the support specifically of Jews. Afew weeks 
ago, the Libera! Party Organisation issued a very ridiculous plea te 
Jews to vote Liberal at the next General Election on the score that 
about a century ago the Liberal Party identified itself with what 
was called “Jewish emancipation” in this country, The other 
day it was anvounced that an intensive campaign was to be 
organised among workers who are Jews, to induce them to cast 
their votes in favour of Labour candidates. Only this week, again, 


-in the course of the By-Election for the East Toxteth Division 
.of Liverpool, we observe that a correspondent of the Liverpool 
‘Daily Courier had the temerity to ask Jews to vote for the 
. Conservative candidate, in recognition of “the great service which 


has been rendered to the Jewish National Home in Palestine by the 
Monp family.’ This extraordinary request is as devoid of common 
political sense as it is of elemental truth. One member of “ the 
Monn family’ has contributed largely to funds for the upbuilding 
of Palestine and is President of the English Zionist Federation, 
But how that makes the gentleman who is now Member for the East 
Toxteth Division especially fitting to represent that constituency, we 
failto understand* In like way, attempts are constantly made where 
there its a candidate who happens to be a Jew, to ask voters to 
exercise their franchise in his favour on that account, the impli- 
cation being that it is of some advantage (or may be) to Jews 
that any Jewish candidate who presents himself should be enabled 
to take a seat in the House of Commons. This is, of course, a 
dangerous fallacy. A Member of Parliament represents his consti- 
tuency in the aggregate and not any section of it, and the fact of a 
man being a Jew should be no recommendation on the one hand, o# 
prejudice on the other, to his fitness for the position he seeks te 


fill, We Jews ought to regard our political duties and our citizen 


obligations in a light much more consistent with their constitu- 
tional bearing. It is nota Jewish Parliament or a Parliament of 


_Jews that will be chosen afresh next May. In such case the fact of 


a candidate being a Jew, and the sort of Jew he is, would, of course, be 
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germane. But for the purposes of a Parliamentof the United Kingdom, 
the fitness of the man, apart altogether from his particular associa- 
tions, is the only point to which consideration should be given. Ifa 
Jewish candidate happens to be the best fitted of those presented 
to the constituency, then Jews, like other citizens, should vote for 
him, providing, of course, that he represents the principles which 
they favour. And that brings us to say that it is not only absurd, 
but entirely contrary to the obligation which the vote places upon 
those who bave the power of exercising it, for them to favour the 
representative of any Party merely because that Party has carried 
meastires from which Jews have benefited. As a matter of fact, in this 
country,all Parties in the State have from time to time when in power, 
utilised their position in ways that have proved valuable to our people. 
But if this were not so, there is, it is a proud thing to say, no sort 
of pro-Jewish or anti-Jewish supported by any of the 
Parties. Jews, therefore, shou!d choose to vote for those candidates 
who represent their political principles irrespective of the Party to 
which they belong and irrespective, too, of the past history of that 
Party. Only in such a way can Jews properly undertake the very 
sacred duty of helping to return worthy candidates to Parliament.

Dr. A. KASZAB (Budapest). 


The death has occurred at Budapest, at the age of sixty-one, of Dr. 
Kaszab, the President, since February, 1928, of the Budapest Jewish Com- 
munity. He left a considerable proportion of his fortune to the Jewish 
Community. 

A sum of 300,000 pengoes will be placed at the disposal of the politician 
or writer who, in the course of three years, renders the greatest services 
towards the removal of religious hatred and prejudices im Hungary. The 
Academy of Science is also to benetit under the will. Twenty per cent. of 
the interest on a large sum of money set aside by the deceased is to go to the 
Hungarian Jewish students forced by the numerus clausus to study abroad. 
When the restrictions compelling the Jewish students to study abroad are 
removed, the principal will be placed at the disposal of the Hungarian 
universities. 


Baroness KOENIGSWARTER (Vienna). 


The death has occurred at Vienna, at the age of eighty-eight, of Baroness 
(Charlotte Kéenigeswaster, the widow of Baron Moritz von Kéenigswarter, the 
famous banker who died in 1893. The father of the deceased was Baron 
Wertheimstein. 

The deceased, like her late husband, was a noted philanthropist. She 
was one of the founders of the Austrian Red Cross and the Vienna Rescue 
Society. She also endowed the Jewish Orphanage. Both she and her late 
hushand were strict adherents of the Jewish religion. 


Mrs. HERBERT J. DAVIS (Liverpool). 


At the funeral on Monday of the late Mrs. Herbert J. Davis of Liverpool 
the Rev. S. Frampton said : 

We have lost a sister of deeply religious feeling ; a woman of wonderful 
sourage and unflagging energy in her efforts to serve ; one who always strove 
to go about doing good. Even in the midst of her own great suffering of 
recent years her mind never ceased to think and plan for the beneficent move- 
ments with which she was connected or which she directed. Nothing com- 
pelled one’s admiration more than’ the fortitude with which she bore her 
prolonged illness, and one ever came away from visiting her abashed at the 
trouble we made of our own comparatively insignificant worries and inspired 
by her example to meet them more bravely, 

It is to her that our community owed the establishment of its Central 
Soup Kitchen for the children of our poor, It was by her indomitable energy 

in spite of the inroads of painful illness—that our dream of many years for 
a permanent holiday home for our children and girls and women came to 
fruition in the acquisition of Tanlan Hall, where amid ideal surroundings young 
hves can be built up and the sick and ailing restored. Such achievements 
will enshrine her name enduringly in our loving memory. 

These do not exhaust all the labours of our dear departed friend but they 
reveal the holy flame that glowed in her heart and the ability, thoroughness 
and unfailing sympathy that marked all her endeavours.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The annual general meeting of the seatholders of the West London 
(Reform) Synagogue will be held on Sunday morning next, at eleven o'clock 
in the Committee Room of the Synagogue, 34, Upper Berkeley Street. 

The eighty-fifth annual report (which includes the reports of the Minister, 
the Wardens and the Treasurers) will be submitted to the meeting. The 
foflowing is an abstract of the Minister's report :— 

‘“ The past year marks an important stage in the religious progress of the 
Synagogue and of the Reform movement in this country, since it has witnessed 
the acceptance by the Congregation of a revised Sabbath prayer-book. 
Though it is too early as yet to estimate the effects of the changes upon 
Sabbath attendance, the efforts made to modernise services which all deter- 
mined should remain traditional in spirit and in content, may already be 
pronounced successful.” 

Another item in the report is the announcement of the appointment of 
Rabbi H. F. Reinhart, of Sacramento, to fill the vacant post of Senior Minister. 
The Rev. Vivian Simmons places on record his appreciation of the considerable 
assistance afforded him in the conduct of the services by many members of 
the Congregation, and thanks the members of the Hebrew and Religion 
Classes Committee for their efforts to re-organise the classes and to increase 
the attendance of the pupils. 

In the report of the Wardens, an expression of gratitude is made to the 
Rev. Mr. Simmons for the vast amount of work he has carried on single- 
handed and with constant zeal and devotion. The West London Synagogue 
Asssociation has continued ite activities, and the hope was expressed that there 
would be an increased attendance at the Religion Classes. Thanks are 
accorded by the Executive to the lay members of the Congregation for their 
help, and to Mr. M. Alex Myer, the Secretary. Eighty new members, says 
the report of the Treasurers, were admitted during the year, as compared with 
emhty-six in the previous year, yielding a seat rental of £335 as against 
£373. Thirty-one members resigned as against thirty-four in 1927. The 
total number of members was 775 gentlemen and 501 ladies. The income 
was £9,474, a decrease of £38, and the expenditure £8,586, a decrease of 
£2.366. There was a surplus of £888. The annual appeal made by the Rev. 
Morris Joseph on behalf of the Jewish Board of Guardians realised £1,461 
and £286 was collected for the Hospital Sunday Fund. The report concludes 
with the hope that the voluntary offerings by the members, which had been 
regretably small during the year, would increase, to enable the Congregation 
to continue to give assistance to the social and philanthropic work of the 
Community. 

Writing on the subject of the report, the Editor in yesterday's Jewisn 
WORLD, says 

The eighty-fifth report of the “activities ” of the Congregation, compara- 
tively so few of whom worship at this Svnagogue, has just been issued for 
presentation. to the Annual General Meeting of seatholders to be held on 
Sunday next. The report contains in - its forefront a sentence 
which, it occurs to me, is from more than one point of view something of a 
gem, [The sentence referred to is quoted above.| How if “it is too early 
as yet to estimate the effects of the changes upon Sabbath attendance *’—- 
for increasing which they were devised and made (otherwise there was no 
reason to alter the service at all)—these changes can “ be pronounced 
to be suecessful ” (continues the artic!e) seems to me something of a puzzle. 
‘Thess is the more so because | am credibly informed that, as a result of the 
changes—anyway to some extent—the attendances have been even less 
satisfactory since they were made than before. For the natural result has 
been that the changes, having regard to their nature, have repelled many 
uf the few erstwhile regular attendants, and have not done anything to attract 
very many of the large number of regular absentees. 

But the statment to which I allude inferentially acknowledges the failure 
of the changes by stating that all those who made them “ determined” they 
‘ should remain traditional in spirit and in content.” Because if this was 
ine determination, and we must assume so since the report distinctly says so, 
‘| clearly has not succeeded. To introduce Christian hymns into a Jewish 
-otvice, for instance, cannot by any stretch of language be “ traditional in 
~arit and in content.”” And the word “‘ content” is, in a sense, well-chosen, 
‘ecause the Report, although the ritual change is alluded to more than once 
. the course of it, says not a word about the discontent—the bitter discontent 

-which the changes have induced in some of the members. The strenuous 
pposition to them—strenuous so far as it could be in view of the utterly 
fair and dictatorial manner in which the changes were rushed through— 

not so much as mentioned. And this is the way British Jews carry on 
tbhe work—British Jews who have the temerity to sneer at and spurn 
foreign "’ Jews and talk of the Ghetto habits they bring to “our ” country ! 
has is their idea of the amenities due to those who dare to disagree from their 
ews! “Ignore such indications of independence,” is their mot d’ordre. 

‘perciliously to pretend that those showing it do not exist, is their courteous 
«1 noble method. I commend them and the example of their proceedings

Transliterating Hebrew. 


From Mr. ITTAMAR BEN-AVL 
To the Editor of Tas JewisH CHRONICLE. 


Sik,—Allow me to thank you for the comments which appeared 
recently in your editorial pages concerning the Hebrew publication ia 
Latin characters which is edited by me in Jerusalem. 

.I would like, however, to inform you that I am not following the 
example of Mustapha Kemal in Tarkey. The first edition of the first 
Hebrew book ever published in Latin characters, appeared some three 
years ago, at which time it was sent only to friends for perusal. The 
second edition was published a few months later. 

itcan readily be understood that such a work could not have been 
printed without much thorough preparation, since I considered it essential, 
in this first experiment, to give my readers a Hebrew, accurate and 
correct from the standpoint of letters and punctuation. 

As & matter of fact, the idea of transliterating Hebrew fitst dawned 
upon me when | was stilla student at the University in Berlin and a teacher 
of our national tongue to many non-Jews with whom I always used Latin 
characters in teaching Hebrew words. Fabius Schakh published an 
article in the Ost UND West openly advocating this reform—which 
encouraged me to begin gathering material for putting it into practice. 

During the World War I completed the rewriting of my book of poems 
and novellettes, Reragim, in Koman type, and had it ready for publica- 
tion when it, together with many other of my writings, was confiscated 
by Hassan Bey, the Military Governor of Jaffa. This occurred on 
the eve of my sailing for America. Upon my return to Palestine in 1918 
I discussed the entire principle with Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky, who was 
wholly in sympathy with my views. He even stated that he had had the 
same reform in mind. [It was then that I undertook to write Avi in the 
so-called * Roman type,” which I claim to be a direct descendant of the 
old Hebrew script which was in use until the time of Bar-Kochba, at least. 
Thus my practical experiment preceded the official attempt of Mustapha 
Kemal by four years, at least. 

As to the merits of this reform, I confess tliat I have learned much 
from your comments. Therefore, im order to make my paper appear less 
“queer” to those enamoured of the present day Hebrew script which, 
let it be added, never was real Hebrew, as is well known to all Hebrew 
scholars, I have given up the use of the letter “J” for “ aayn” and “ X” 
for “ tzadi.” 

Your readers will be interested to know that this reform of mine has 
many staunch supporters besides Jabotinsky. There are for instance, 
Yaagev Cohen and Avigdor Ha- Mairi, and there was the greatly lamented 
Rabbi Dr. Joel Blan who was about to assist mein the matter just prior 
to his death. Mr. David Yellin although opposed to having the present 
Aramaic writing entirely superseded, sponsors it whole-heartedly for 
elementary readers and dictionaries for the special benefit of Gentiles 
and those Jews not conversant with the present Hebrew script. 

A committee consisting of Mr. Jabotinsky, Avigdor Ha-Mairi and 
myself, has just been formed to fix a definite Latin alphabet for Hebrew, 
which will be based on experience already gained, as well as proposals 
submitted to us from all sides. Once all this has been accomplished, I 
can safely prophesy that Hebrew will flad in its new garb a vast field for 
speedy development, thus making 6ur beautifal old, and still youthful 
tongue, the “ Esperanto ” of the Jewish people the world over.

SPIRITUALISM. 


The interesting correspondence on “ Spiritualism” in your columns 
shows that scientific truth will prevail. Correspondents bave written in 
high dudgeon at the idea of a Jewish Society for Psychical Research. 
They should not have been so loose in their facts as to (accidently I am 
sure) convey that which is not true. For todeny the existence of psychic 
phenomena as did, inferentially, Mr. Million of Manchester, is 
equivalent to denying electro-magnetism, and in view of the innumerable 
references to them in the Bible is scarcely what one would expect from an 
orthodox Jew. While the formation of a Jewish Society for Psychical 
Research is surely just as unopposed to the Spirit of Judaism as would 
he the forming of a Jewish Wireless Society, Psychic science has for us 
Jews a special significance. Much of Jewish teaching depends on facts 
which psychic science will in due course be able to demonstrate with as 
much clarity as pbysical science can enunciate laws of gravity. 
Discoveries in the field of psychic science are all tending to support the 
great Jewish doctrines, both religious and ethical, and Jews should do 
their share in research which will remove the silly jibe of “antiquated ” 
so often used as an excuse for discarding the Jewish religion itself. Mr. 
Koske need have no fears for the nerves of those who take up this most 
important study. It will certainly not take the toll of life or health that 
ray therapy, aviation, or the study of high explosives have levied among 
pioneers. For those who may have been misled by letters such as those 
of Mr. Million, may I remind them that such trained thinkers as Sir 
Oliver Lodge, Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, the late Sir William Crooks, the 
late Mr. W. T. Stead, and a host of leaders in various walks of life have 
shown interest in the study of psychic phenomena, and expressed their 


conviction that a field for study lay in this region which is beyond the 
laws of physical existence.—ORTHODOX.

LINE a round or square baking tin with pastry. Cover with « jiyor 
of stoned and chopped dates; put a layer of sliced rhubarb on to, : aaa 
a little grated lemon rind and a sprinkling of sugar. Cover with a»other 
layer of pastry. Press the edges well together, and bake in a gov! oveg 
for about forty minutes. | 

Rhubarb Charlotte. 
GREASE a pie dish, and cover the bottom with a layer « ead 


crumbs; then put in a layer of cut-up rhubarb. Add brown «nygar, 


grated lemou rind and ginger to taste, and continue these layer 


until 
the dish is full. Put bread crumbs on top, dot with small bits of 
margarine, and cook in a moderate oven for about an hour. 
Rhubarb Fritters. 
PREPARE and cut into even lengths some fresh rhubarb. Dip cach 


piece in frying batter, and fry in boiling fat. They take abot! five 
minutes to fry and should be quite crisp. Drain well and sprinkle with 
castor sugar, 


Baked Rhubarb Pudding. 


Flour, 8 ozs. Rhubarb. 
Shredded suet, 40zs. |. Brown sugar. 
Baking powder, 4 teaspoonful. Margarine. 


Pinch of salt. 


MIX together one-and-a-half ounces each of brown sugar and 
margarine, and then spread over the bottom and sides of a pudding basin. 
Mix together the flour, suet, salt and baking powder, and add sufficient 
cold water to make a stiff paste. Roll out, and line the basin neatly. 
Cut the rhubarb into short lengths. Half fill the basin, add brown sugar 
to taste and a little water, and fill up with rhubarb. Cover with pastry; 
press the edges firmly together, cover with a greased paper, and bake in 
a good oven for about an hour. Turn out on to a hot dish and serve. 


Rhubarb and Sago Mould. 


Sugar, 4 ozs. 
Lemon rind, 


Rhubarb, 1 |b. 
Fine sago, 3 ozs. 
Water, 4 pint. 
PREPARE and cut up the rhubarb; put in a saucepan with the sugar, 
water and a strip of lemon rind. When boiling, sprinkle in the sago; 
simmer gently for halfan hour. Remove the lemon rind, turn into a wet 
mould and turn ont when cold. Serve with custard sauce,

nineteen, and that it was offering two prizes of £10 each for essays, one 
by graduates on the subject of “The present Social and Economic Status 
of the Jewish Clergy,” and the other by undergraduate members of the 
B'nai B'rith or of Jewish student societies on the subject of ‘ The Arabic 
Jewish Renaissance and Modern Jewish Life.” The Chairman reported 
on the position with regard to the proposed Communal Hall. Following 
the meeting, Bro. Dr. Selig Brodetsky addressed a joint meeting of the 
men's and women’s lodges, on “ The Jewish Agency ,” a report of which 
appears under Jewish National Movement News in this issue. 

Mrs. M. Epstein presided at a meeting of the Women’s Lodge on 
Sunday evening. Mrs. Hurst, Mrs. V. Orgel and Mrs. Zinkin were 
initiated into the Lodge. Mrs. Freda Snowman and Miss Greta Traub 
were elected student members. The balance-sheets for the year ende: 
8lst December for the Women’s Lodge and for the Stepney Jewish 
Girls’ Club were adopted. It was resolved “ That in viewof the expense 
involved in holding monthly ‘ Socials,’ the Council recommend that these 
be discontinued, and be replaced by functions at Chanucah, Purim, and 
other special occasions.” It was stated that letters offering hospitality 
had been sent by the Lodge to forty-three Palestinian students, throug" 
Miss Sylvester Samuel.

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MISCELLANY. 


One of the delights of the Prince of Wales is to witness clean boxing 
by young amateurs. He has had more than one opportunity of 
observing the keenness and prowess of Jewish lads. He was evidently 
particularly interested when he attended the final stages of the London 
Federation of Boys’ Clubs boxing championships at the Queen’s Hall last 
week. On that occasion three Jewish boys were successful in their 
respective weights, and they had the pleasure of receiving their prizes 
from the Prince himself. TheJads in question were J. Cohen (Cambridge 
and Bethnal Green Club), and B. Kaplan and H. Mizler of Oxford and St. 
George's, Stepney. 


The competitors are drawn from the various Working Lads’ Clubs in 
the poorer districts of London. A team of the winners is now being 
selected to meet the cadet training schools of the Army, Navy and Royal 
Air Force. on the 27th inst. at the Albert Hall, when the Duke of York 
will attend. At the time of writing, the team has not been selected, but it 
is expected that at least one of the Jewish boys will be included. 
Amateur boxing brings out all the best features in a boy's character. 
Jewish boys in the East End are unusually keen on boxing; 
the only pity is that when they succeed in the Ring they usually 
drift from the amateur ranks and develop intd professional boxers. This 
applies also to America, where professional Jewish boxers are as 
plentiful as jazz singers and dancers. 


The School for the Blind, at Swiss Cottage, which held an “ American 
Tea” in the Concert Hall of the School on Wednesday in aid of the funds 
of the Lustitution, is urgently in need of financial assistance. One of the 
officials informed me that the Institution would be deeply grateful if 
the Jewish Community in the neighbourhood of Hampstead, Swiss 
Cottage and St. John’s Wood, would organise a function in aid of the 
funds. Lady Waley Cohen has shown a personal interest in this very 
deserving institution, not only by opening the “ American Tea” party 
during the week, but by lending the grounds of Caen Wood Towers a 
few months ago for a garden party and bazaar in aid of the School. 


An “American Tea” is somewhat of a novelty in England. In the 
United States it is very popular. You are not only supposed to buy 
something at the bazaar, but to bring something to be sold. The kind- 
hearted can thus help in two directions. The School has at present 500 
blind in its care, 


A gentleman, very little known in the Jewish Community, has been 
unanimously selected by the Hampstead Liberal Association as the 
candidate for Hampstead at the ensuing General Election. I refer 
to Mr. Leon Freedman, of Heath Drive, Hampstead. Mr. Freedman, 
who is forty-seven years of age, is a barrister and has been in practice for 
twenty years. He was originally engaged in business. During the war, 
on the invitation of the Attorney-General, he was appointed Whole- 
time Appeal Military Representative in charge of a large number 
of Tribunals and of the Appeal Tribunal in Yorkshire. He was subse- 
quently promoted to the rank of temporary Captain, and later legal 
adviser for Yorks and Midland region, with the permanent rank 
of Captain. Mr. Freedman’s mother was a Miss Alexander, a family 
which has been long associated with the Hampstead Synagogue. 


A curious situdtion bas arisen in the neighbouring division of Harrow. 
The sitting member is Major Isidore Salmon, and not only will he have 
to ight against a Labour candidate and a Liberal candidate but Captain 
Sholl, who takes a prominent part in public life in the district, hes 
intimated his intention of standing as a Conservative. Captain Sholl was 
prospective Conservative candidate before the 1924 election, but with- 
drew in favour of Major Salmon, and now he feels tkat he should not be 
asked to stand down again. Harrow was regarded as a safe Conservative 
seat, but in view of the new situation it would seem that Major Salmon 
will have to look to his laurels if he is to continue to represent Harrow 
in the Conservative interest. 


Of a series of articles to the DAILY CHRONICLE by Mr. Stephen 
Graham entitled “ London Night Entertainments,” No. 12, is devoted to 
Ghetto life in the East-End. The writer appears to have concentrated 
his journalistic efforts upon describing a particularly foreign quarter of the 
district, viz., Hessel Street, “reminding one of Eastern Europe, with 
not a glint of London about it.” During his peregrinations in Hessel 
Street, Mr. Graham kept enquiring for a Roumanian restaurant, 
“for the Roumanian Jews,” he says, “are just the gayest keepers of 
restaurants in the world,” and his inquiry, he states, generally resulted in 
a flood of Yiddish. He secms to have been particularly unfortunate, as 
{ should think ninety-nine people out ofa hundred, even in Hessel Street, 
would have been able to answer him in Eoglish. But he positively 
shines when he says that “the crowd knew by our hats we were 
Gentiles.” The curious part of it is that in the illustration accompanying 
the article, an old Jewish pedlar in the neighbourhood is seen wearing 
a hard felt hat, which for style and general smartness might have 
come from Locks. 


From an Editorial note in yesterday's JEWISH WORLD I cull the 
following: The Rey. Morris Joseph is responsible for the following 
interesting reminiscence of the late Judge Phillimore. Mr. Joseph says: 


It was my lot to be present as a witness in the Court of King’s 
Bench some years ago, when he tried a case of libel (or slander) 
brought by a Jewish butcher who was aggrieved by an advertisement 
of the Jewish Ecclesiastical Authority, declaring his meat unfit for 
Jewish cousumption on ritual grounds. I may mention that the 
leading counsel on either side were Mr. Duke, K.C. (now Lord 
Merrivale), and Mr. Tobin, K.C. They supplied the physical 
comeliness of the dramatis persone; the technical learning— 
though he was by no means wanting in good looks—was furnished 
by Phillimore. The Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, was 
put into the witness-box, and, after counsel had examined him, 
the Judge lent a hand, and surprised us all—myself at any 


rate—by his remarkable vaintance with the Jew : 
tions concerning Shechite aude his apt questions. He had got hold 
of @ manna! on the subject (written, I think, in French) and based 
his examination of the Chief Rabbi on that work. His knowledge of 
& very recondite subject and the adroit use he made of it have 
remained in my memory ever since. 

It is said, so I have heard, of Mr. Justice Manisty—a great Judge of the 


last century—that he was well-acquainted with Jewish Law of which he 
made a close study.

Liberal ” Synagogue. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 

_ The following is an abstract of the Seventeenth Annual Report of the 
activities of the Liberal’ Synagogue, St. John’s Wood Road. (The report 
is signed by Dr. Claude G. Montefiore, the President, and Mr. Julian H. Simon, 
the Treasurer. ) 

“Though the numerical growth of our congregation continues in a 
gratifying manner, we seek mostly now an intensive progress, a growth in 
appropriate and useful congregational activities, In the early days the growth 
in mem bers was an important evidence of the appeal in the ideas for which 
our Synagogue stands and in the services which it established in accordance 
with those ideas. Such evidence is no longer necessary, the fact itself is 
plainly evident. We have wanted as many members as possible, but we have 
wanted them to be deeply interested.” The Sunday services continue to 
progress. They show that they are fulfilling the purpose for which they were 
established The attendances on Saturday mornings are as large as thes were 


before the Sunday services were instituted. 

The total membership at the end of December was 1,471, an increase 
of eighty. The number of pupils in the Sunday School was 132, and there 
were thirty-eight children in the correspondence class. The sum of £873 


was collected for the Jewish Board of Guardians, and £119 for the Hos=pital 
Sunday Fund. The Women's Society, the Women's and Men's Discussion 
Groups, the Junior and Alumni Societies continue their successful activities. 

The Treasurers report a total income for the vear of £7,178, an increase 
of £547, and an expenditure of £7,542 as against £6,803 in 1927. There was 
a deficit on the year of about e363. Only (440) was collected during the vear 
for the Synagogue Building Fund. The report concludes: “* The progress 
of our Synagogue has meant the progress of “ Liberal’ Judaism, and its 
advancement has brought to * Liberal’ Judaism an increasing influence 
on the Jewish community. The prospect for the future of * Liberal’ Judaism 
in this country is more hopeful than ever.”’ 


The annual meeting of the Congregation will be held on Sunday next, at 
half-past three. 


The Mayor (Alderman 8. G. Joseph) and the Corporation of St. Mary- 
lebone will attend the service at the Synagogue, St. John’s Wood Road, 
to-morrow morning at eleven o'clock. Rabbi Dr. Mattuck will deliver an 
address. 


The Jewish Religious Education Board 
and the E.Z.F. Purim Festival.

‘they find a finer body of ladies and gentlemen to supervise the children and 


take the responsibility for their safety than experienced teachers ? 

Finally, it must also be observed that similar functions were organised 
successfully by Committees of the English Zionist Federation in the past with 
the help of many of the teachers who are arranging the present function, 
There is scarcely any other Jewish organisation in England which has as 
much experience in handling functions of adults and children as the English 
Zionist Federation. 

In the circumstances it must be left to the Board to explain its astounding

Triple Dangers in the East End. 


From the Rev. J. F. STERN, C.B.E. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin.—Never have I read a more remarkable letter than the one 
uuder the above heading, contributed to your columns of last week 
by “A Social Worker.” It is difficult to believe that anyone who 
has been brought into daily contact with life in East London, as 
the writer claims to have been, could pen a letter so grossly 
exaggerating, misrepresenting and distorting the existing conditions 
of Fast End Jewish life as they are to-day, from whatever point of 
view they be regarded. “ A Social Worker” has no good word to 
say of any section of our people in East London, and I doubt if my 
friend, Mr. Basil Henriques, and his wife—I refer to them here as 
social workers—as religious workers they come under the general 
ban of your correspondent— will be gratified at the commendation 
of one who is either ignorant of, or wilfully ignores the efforts of 
many who are their fellow-workers in the field of social endeavour 
in East London. 

The writer of the diatribe on the “Triple Dangers” is worthy of the 
Triple crown so suggestive of papal infallibility, if such a distinction be 
available for conferment on the scaremonger whois so alert to discover 
the evil around him and whois so blind to the efforts of those who are 
out to improve the conditions that have aroused his scathing indictment. 
The “Liberal,” the indifferent and even the orthodox come under the 
lash of his condemnation and he would have one believe that East End 
Jewry is a mass of seething corruption which an indifferent and callous 
community is doing nothing to uproot. 

lam not one of those who would urge that all is for the in this 
hest of possible worlds and I certainly am not prepared to deny that there 
is need for greater and more intensive effort to improve the conditions 
which menace the religious and moral life of the young people who are 
growing upamongstus. I have, in and out ofseason, through your columns 
and through appeals in other directions stressed the necessity that exists 
for additional ministers and social workers in East London. But no good 
purpose is servedin painting things blacker than they are, while it isrank 
injustice to ignore and to depreciate the efforts of those who are spending 
their lives to promote the social betterment aud to arouse the religious 
cousciousness of the young people among whom they are working under 
the auspices of many varicd organisations. 

Your panic-stricken correspondent can know little of the East End, 
of which he writes so glibly, or he would not ignore the labours of the 
Welfare Committee Ministers of the United Synagogue, of the Managers 
of our communal Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs, of Scoutmas‘ers and Girl Guide 
Leadcrs, of the workers of such an institution as the Jewish l’ree Reading 
loom in Whitechapel, of the many Jewish Care Committee workers in 
Last London, all of whom are brought into close personal touch day by 
day with the young people whose social uplift and religious regeneration 
they have at heart. I for one am not prepared to disparage, much less 
to ignore, the efforts of all who are labouring, in one direction or another, 
to promote the religious and moral weHare of their coreligionists, and who 
need and deserve all the encouragement we are able to give them in the 
brave stand they are making agaiust the forces for evil which at times 
are calculated to depress the energies of the most stouthearted among 
them. With regard to the religious work of my friend, Mr. Henriques, of 
which your correspondent writes so disparagingly, I donot knowif he has 
ever attended the Friday evening or High Holy Day services held under the 
auspices of his Settlement. If he has, I make bold to say that he must 
be strangely constituted if he has failed to be impressed by the religious 
atmosphere that characterises these services and the devout attitude of 
those who attend them. I know Mr. Henriques well enough to say that he 
would be the last man to encourage the attendance of those young people 
whose parents disapprove of the religious influence and of the religious 
teaching for which he stands. But I know, too, many East End parents 
who welcome Mr. Henriques’ ministrations as the only means by which 
their sons and their daughters may be saved from a life of religious 
indifference and kept safe from “the high road to moral turpitude and 
laxity” to which, as your correspondent realises, religious indifference 
so often leads, and within the Jewish fold—and in communion with the 
Jewish faith which it is the purpose of all schools of Judaism, of 
“ Liberal,” Reform and Orthodox Judaism alike, to foster and uphold.

Sin,—In all fairness to Social Workers who take an interest in the 
East End of London and more particularly to’ Mf. and Mrs. Basil Q. 
Henriques, I would ask your kind indulgence by sparing me space in 
your issue of this week in replying to a letter from “ A Social Worker.” 

We are asked not to close our eyes any more to facts! To my mind 
the most glaring fact ‘of all is that your correspondent appears to have 
little knowledge of the many associations working in the East End for 
the beneiit of Young Jewry. There must, to mention a few, be quite 
twenty Girls and Boys Clubs with a membership roughly speaking of 
4,000 between the ages of 14 and 18 years old, Boys and old Girls Clubs 
with hundreds of members, Friendly Societies with a membership 
of over 40,000, nearly every Lodge having its own particular Social 
Service, there is the Jewish Lads’ Brigade with over 1,500 members, and 
the A ssociation of Jewish Youth, which embraces all kinds of Societies 
providing activities for the benefit and guidance of our younger genera- 
tion. The Jewish Free Library, as well as nearly every Synagogue in 
the district, has its own social side. Then, and not least, there is our 
Jewish Board of Guardians, with its all-important departments for 


apprenticing both girls and boys, and appointing Guardians to guide .n4 
advise them in their future careers. 

I think we may fairly assume there are sufficient organisation. to 
refute the very definite statement “that there is nothing being done >, 
these young people.” It is, indeed, comforting to read an appreciation 
of the excellent social work Mr. and Mrs. Basil Henriques are devyot\n, 
their lives to in the East End, but why belittle the real religious wor, 
they are doing? I would with respect point out to your correspondent. 
the vast congregations one sees at the Whitechapel Art Galleries lar...) 
composed of people who otherwise would never enter a House of Wors));, 
There is no other religious movement in our Community that attrocts 
them: so surely this alone is a great achievement. The writer adds ‘\ a: 
it is weakening the Jewish bond and consequently causing a cleavace in 
Jewish families. In my opinion the very simple and direct teachings 
employed have exactly the opposite effect. It may be the younger 
generation of to-day do not spend so much of their spare time at home. 
Bat is this really so important? 

If our friend knew of the overcrowding and discomfort that exist, he 
would not be surprised that these parents are unable to keep and to hold 
their sons and daughters to the old Ghetto traditions. There is no gain 
saying the fact that to-day there is to a large extent a moral turpitude 
and laxity in all religious sects, partly due to the exigences of the times. 

As regards the Whitechapel Parade with its unwholesome mixing of 
the sexes and the danger of street corner lounging, may I assure your 
correspondent there is a definite improvement in this direction. © I speak 
more of the evening parades which were, a few years ago, nothing to be 
proud of. As far as Saturday parades are concerned the highway is the 
only outlet for a Sabbath walk and can lead tono possible harm. 

Your correspondent blames the smugly complacent, so-called 
Orthodox Jew who does nothing for social welfare. I admit there isa 
great shortage of hélpers in the East End, but one must also admit that 
of those that do help the maj rity belong to the Orthodox Jews in the 
true meaning of the word. It is far better for a few women and meno, 
sincere in their desire with full knowledge and understanding to under. 
take the delicate work, than to have a vast band of workers with littie or 
no understanding. This would eventually lead to more harm than good. 

With an experience covering over forty years work in this district, 
I conclude without hesitation in stating, that at no time so surely as at 
present have Jews of all sections had at heart the real desire for, or in fact 
have materially assisted in, uplifting the younger generation of Last 
London so as to assure their being worthy citizens aud a credit to the 
Jewish Community to which they have the honour and privilege to 
belong.

From Mr. L. LESSER. 
To the Editor of THE JewisH CHRONICLE. 


“IR, Your correspondent “A Social Worker,” is to be commended 
for his forceful letter, and itis well that you allow this matter to be 
brought tothe notice of your readers. The facts are far from being 
exaggerated, and unhappily the danger to Orthodox Judaism may 
probably become even greater when the citadel of the “ Liberal” Jews 
now being prepared is completed. 

One cannot but admire the self-sacrificing labours of Mr. Basil 
Henriques in regard to his efforts generally on behalf of those needing 
assistance inany form. Yet the Orthodox Jew will deplore the effect of 
his activities as a “ Liberal” Jewish Missionary. The “Liberal” Jews 
are indeed fortunate to have men such as Mr. Basil Henriques—so 
‘liberal ‘in spirit on behalf of his fellow men, and Mr. Bernard Baron, 
who by his munificent liberality, eases their way of fostering Judaism. 
But nevertheless, ” Liberalism” is doing much harm to orthodoxy. 

It consequently makes the Orthodox Jew despair in regard to Ortho- 
doxy in the East End, when he considers in comparison what is being 
done either by the Ecclesiastical Authorities, the United Synagogue or 
Orthodox Leaders in the Community, to defend traditional Judaism 
against the successful onslaught thatis being made. 

The East End is now almost entirely deprived of the leavening 
Orthodox element which was supplied from Russia, Poland, etc. The 
“Foreign” family has become Anglicised—especially as regards Sabbath 
non-observance. The younger generation still with a little of the 
Jewish Home influence, has migrated from the East End to the suburbs, 
where incidentally it is more of a task for it to withstand the effects of 
assimilation. The apathy on the part of the parents is very marked 
and usually. the boys’ Jewish education, such as it is, finishes at his 
Barmitzvah, and the girls—the future mothers in Israel—have practically 
none of the so-called Jewish education. The boys and girls readily fall 
in with the teachings of the “Liberal” Jews through the clubs so 
thoughtfully provided by them. 

Is the danger at all realised by the Ecclesiastical authorities, who 
are within a stone’s throw and who will soon be in the shade of what 
may be termed the “ Baronial Castle” of “ Liberal” Jews on its comple- 
tion’ Is the United Synagogue doing very much to counteract the 
activities of these pseudo-Jewish Missionaries ? 

My own suggestions would be firstly to deal with the boys and girls of 
about 13 and upwards. To obviate “street corner lounging” and its 
sequel—the Whitechapel Parade ”—it would be advisable to divert the 
interests in these young Jews and Jewesses to healthy pursuits; and to 
this end, Old Scholars Guilds could be formed in each of the Jewish 
Groups of Schools where entertainment could be provided. For this 
section ofthe work the volunteers for Socia! Work could be enlisted from 
the b'nai B'rith. | 

Services and Study Circles should be held on Friday evenings (which 
in many Cases now are reserved for pictures and dancing). The Hall of 
the Great Synagogue and other similar places in the East End should be 
available for this purpose. Instead of the usual Sabbath Eve service, 
held earlier during the winter, an interesting programme might be 
arranged, e.g., “ Congregational Singing” by a voluntary choir, followed 
by an interesting talk of Jewish general or educational interest. 

Iam aware from the reports in your paper, of the meetings held on 
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Friday evenings at the Jewish Free Reading Room, but I doubt if these 
-an eater for the many who should attend. With this suggestion it is 
»yious that workers with personality and conscientiousness such as that 
a Basil Henriques are essential. I am .aware of similar efforts 
-oluntarily made by the Rev. Mr. Mayerowitsch of the Great Synagogue, 
. bo is an ideal man for this work. But there is a limit to the duties that 
\t pisters can be asked to undertake, and it is therefore necessary for the 
united Synagogue to secure other workers of similar disposition—genial 
aod of good influence, 
Lastly, the grounding of a good Jewish education should be provided 
' » young Jewish boys and girls, and to this end, say, the Jewish Religious 
-dJoecation Board, the Talmud Torahs, the Jewish War Memorial and the 
Jewish Clergy, might in consultation devise some definite system which 
would reetify the omission of a reasonable Jewish education in the past, 
now showing its deplorable effects.

It is true enough that he paints a gloomy picture, but those of us who live 
and work in East London feel the position just as keenly. 

On one point, however, I must join issue with him. Orthodoxy, so 
long unfortunately dormant, is now beginning to awaken and realise its 
responsibilities. At long last it sees that the youth is being led away to 
the strange gods of “Liberalism,” materialism and over-indulgent 
pleasures. An important institution, the Commercial Road Talmud 
Torah, has set a lead by pot only permitting its premises to be utilised 
by adolescents, but by according them every facility. 

There under Jewish influence and traditional guidance, young men 
and women are allowed opportunity for mental and physical relaxation. 
Lectures and dances, study circles, “ games evenings,” concerts and other 
recreations, are all being provided in a diversity which merits congratula- 
tion, although the actual arrangements are being made by the young 
people themselves. 

The hitherto greatly neglected class of young people from the age 
of leaving school until the age of seventeen or eighteen are also to be 
catered for by a strong locil Committee which is now in the course of 
formation. 

In all truth the Talmud Torah authorities merit the good wishes of 
the whole of orthodox opinion for their courage, enterprise and initiative 
in thas giving a long desired lead. 

That other orthodox congregations may follow is the best manner of 
conveying that imitation is the sincerest form of carrying on such good 
deeds,

Jewry's Age-Old Problems. 
RABBI GOLLOP ON THE LESSONS OF HISTORY. 


Under the auspices of the Great Synagogue Guild for Social Service, 
Rabbi M. Gollop, B.A., lectured on Sunday evening in the hall of the 
Great Synagogue, St. James's Place, on “What is Jewish History?” 
Dr. Cecil Roth, M.A., presided. 

Rabbi Gollop said that if history was to be of any value then it must 
be a guide to the present, and a far better guide for the future. History 
showed them that the problems which many thought peculiar to Jewry 
of to-day, had all arisen at different periods in the past. Sabbath 
desecration, inter-marriage, vernacularisation of the service—all these 
phenomena had arisen in past ages, but Judaism had nevertheless survived 
There was nothing which faced modern Jews which their ancestors of old 
had not had to face. Every difficulty bad been encountered in the past. 
There was the same difficulty in the past of obtaining /asher food, of the. 
danger of missionary activities, but Judaism still lived. There had been 
a Council of United Synagoguesin Rome. This intimate picture of Jewish 
life every Jew ought to know. Continuing Rabbi Gollop said that there 
was a record of women being known as mothers of the Bynagogue, there- 
fore they must have been occupying some honoured office in the community. 
There was nothing new under the sun in their own history and life. 

On the motion of Mr. C. M. Shaw, seconded by Mr. J. Mendelowitch, 
a vote of thanks was accorded to Rabbi Gollop and the Chairman. Mr. 
Shaw said he hoped that THE JEWISH CHRONICLE representative had not 
taken note of what Rabbi Gollop had said with regard to the position of 


women of old in the synagogue, otherwise the paper might again begin 


urging the desirability of granting votes for women. 

Mr. Mendelowitch said that THe Jewish CHRONICLE had taken up 
the right attitude in saying that Jewish history could not be taught 
without religion. 
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L. & N.E. Railway Poster Exhibition. 


WORK BY JEWISH ARTISTS. 


The London and North Eastern Ratlway’s poster exhibition at the New 
Burlington Galleries is as significant as it is entertaining. Posters, like other 
scraps of paper, show which way the wind blows, and this collection, though 
it inevitably omits some of the most important work of to-day, is catholic 
enough to reflect very faithfully the progress of the craft in its various schools. 

The only notable exception is the determinedly hideous type, which is now 
contined almost entirely to the advertisement of cleansers and unattractive 
foodstuffs, and which. since it can never grow uglier, and will assuredly 
never grow in any other way, can hardly claim representation as part of the 
movement. 

Progress, as far as the poster is concerned, is a matter rather of the raising 
of the general standard than of the production of one or two individual 
masterpieces rising above all previous efforts. There have always been first- 
rate posters, and some of them, such as the “‘ Woman in White” of thirty 
odd years ago, or Bomberg’s ‘Cameo Corner,” or one or two of Kauffer’s 
Underground advertisements, are almost as good as can be desired, and are 
not likely to be surpassed. Progress is made in that the class to which they 
belong is expanding, and the old-fashioned pill and pickle abominations are 
becoming rarer as they are shown to be less efficient. 

It seems undesirable, at present at any rate, to make any particular 
demands of the poster, or to lay down too strictly the principles on which it 
should be produced. It is, after all, rather the complexion of the age than a 
constituent entity, and it is on the healthiness of both commerce and crafts- 
manship, and the increasing enlightenment of their inter-action, that its 
well-being depends. Personally, I incline to that line of development which 
has produced the Purvis posters here, or Freiwirth’s ‘‘ Hornsea”’ (No. 39), 
with its formalised pink bathers against lemon sands and peacock sea, and its 
genious suggestion of calm in the enormously elongated vertical of smoke 

from the steamer in the background; i.e., the utmost simplification of form 
and the greatest possible suggestiveness achieved by the simplest possible 
means. But Freiwirth himself offers us a much more complicated production 
in his * Flying Scotsman "’ (No. 65), which reminds one Strongly of the early 
futurist work, as also does Marfurt’s larger and bolder design on the same 
subject, so that one realises that in poster art the mechanical romanticism of 
Marinetti and his disciples has found a very suitable medium. Then there is 
the purely literary witticism of Bateman, and the well-worked-out but rather 
precious “ Chelsea quaintness of Austin Cooper. They all make excellent 
posters. So does Grieffenhagen’s picture “* The Western Highlands,” though 
here it gives the same impression of being “‘ legitimate as would ascene from 
Hamlet given at the Palladium. All these are possible lines of development, 
and if there isa final resolution it will probably owe a debt to all of them. It 
is unlikely, however, that it will owe much to the over-ela borate atmospherics 
of Fred Taylor or to the sentimentalism of Schabelsky.

Survey of Jewish History. 
RELIGIOUS MOVEMENTS AND ZIONISM. 

At the City Literary Institute on Tuesday, Mr. Israel Cohen, B.A. 
delivered a lecture on “ Religious Movements and Zionism.” The lecture 
was one of the course on “A Survey of Jewish History and Literature,” 
arranged by the Jewish Historical Society in conjunction with the City 
Literary Institute. Mr. J. M. Rich, M.A., presided. 

In the course of his address, Mr. Cohen spoke on the early religious 
sects, the Karaites and the Chassidim, The latter, he said, were the 
only sect of the eighteenth century that remained to the present day. 
Their founder was Israel ben Eliezer, known as Baal Shem-Tob 
and the movement had still thousands of followers, mostly in lussia 
and Eastern Europe. Reform Judaism began at the close of the 
eizhteenth century, and found expression in doctrine and observance 
in Germany, and thence was transplanted to the United States of 
America, where it was developed to a remarkable degree. Israel 
Jacobson was its pion er, who hailed from Westphalia. In 1815 he 
moved to Berlin and opened a synagogue there. The movement spread 
throughout Germany through the influence of those great reformers 
Holdheim and Geiger. It was not until 1840 that London established its 
first Reiorm Congregation, and at the same period, the movement was 
introduced into America. After a reference to the foundation of 
“ Liberal” Judaism the lecturer spoke on the aims of Zionism. In 
1896, he said, on the initiative of Theodor Herzl, the Jewish National 
Movement began to expand and became a living force all over the world. 
The lecturer concluded with a reference to the Balfour Declaration, to 
the Chalutzim, to the relations between the Arabs and the Jews, and to

The Board has received from the District Grand Lodge of Great Britain and 
freland of the Independent Order of B'nai B’rith an invitation to send repre- 
sentatives to a meeting to bring about concerted action to check and counteract 
conversionist activities.: ‘Phe Committee recommend that the District Grand 
Lodge be informed that the Board notes with interest that the matter is 
receiving attention, but regrets that it is not one with which the Board can deal. 

Relatives of some of those who are interred in the Jewish Cemetery at 
Bath, have provideda sum. of £100 for repairs to the cemetery. This should 
suffice for present needs, and it is hoped to raise a fund to provide for permanent 
maintenance. The Jewish residents in Bath have aow formed themselves into 
a organised Congregation, and it should therefore be possible for the administra- 
tion of the cemetery to be regularised without the necessity of its being vested 


m the Board. 

Referring to the question of missionary activities, Mr. Haldin said 
that the Law and Parliamentary Committee unanimously came to the 
conclusion that this was a matter for the Ecclsiastical Authorities. 

Mr. M. ScHir¥ (United Synagogue), speaking on the Hairdressers’ 
and Barbers’ Shops (Sunday Closing) Bill and the Shops (Sunday Trading 
Restriction) Bill, said that no Jew ought to be penalised for trying to keep 
religious observances. No Jew should be debarred from opening his place 
on Sabbath evening, andthe Law and Parliamentary Committee would 
not be creating a precedent if it maintained the suggestion of closing 
from sanset to sunset. _ 

Mr. HALDIN said that a deputation had seen the Under Secretary for 
Home Affairs, and it was felt that Jewish businesses closing from sunset 
to sunset would have a great advantage over their non-Jewish opponents: 


Civil Service Restrictions. 

Mr. H. SAMUELS (Preston) speaking of the Civil Service 
Regulations, said that there were two categories affected— British-born 
children of foreign parents and British-born children of naturalised 
parents. They had bad a similar difficulty im regard to the awarding of 
Scholarships by the L.C.C., but why should they in this matter lay them- 
selves open to the same difficulties? 

Mr. HALDIN said that they did not want to confine that question to a 
Jewish question alone. The present Cabinet was adamant, but pressure 
might be brought about to change their views. 

Mr. PERCY COHEN (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) moved 
that the Board's Memorandum sent to the Financial Secretary on the 
subject should be circulated to the Jewish and non-Jewish Press. 

Mr. M. MYer (Cannon Street Road) seconded the resolution, and 


suggested that it be circulated to members of the House of Commons and 
House of Lords. 


Mr. HALpIN said he did not think the Memorandum siould be made . 


public before the matter was raised in the House of Commons. 

The CHAIRMAN promised that the members of the Deputies would 
have copies in hand before the next meeting. 

Mr. I. LANDAU (United Synagogue) said he was disappointed with 
the reply of the Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, as he 
had not treated the matter as seriously as it should be. 

Mr. HALDIN said that the President and he had seen the Parliamentary 
Secretary of the Treasury and discussed the matter privately for over 
an hour and a haif to see what could be done. 

Mr. LANDAU said that they should appoint a deputation. _. 

Mr. NATHAN Lask!, J.P, (Manchester, Great) said he could see no 
harm if the Board discussed with the B'nai B'rith the question of 
Missionary activities, and if they could help they certainly ought to do so. 
He moved that the parag raph be referred back for farther consideration. 

Mr. Isaac LANDAU seconded the reference back, and said that the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee had entirely failed to grasp the vital 
seriousness of the question. They ought to be grateful to the B'nai 
B'rith for what they were doing. | 

Mr. M. Scuirr said that delegates from the Deputies ought to be sent 
to give the benefit of their views.. If there was then any question upon 
which the Board could not agree, it would be time to say whether the 
Board agreed to assist in the Movement or not. 

On a vote being taken the reference back was lost, thirty-six voting 
for and forty against. Mr. I. LANDAU claimed a division and it was again 
defeated, forty-nine voting for and fifty-six against. 

The Report was adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the report of the Joint Foreiga Committee, ia 
which, inter alia, it is stated: 


On the subject of the Russian Refugees steps were taken to persuade the 
Turkish Government to withdraw the expulsion order. No decision had been 
announced by the Turkish Government; but the dateappointed for the expulsion 
had passed, and it was generally believed that as long as the Evacuation 
Committee continued its work the order would not be enforced.

Committee approved the re of an entente limited to migration and refugee 
questions, it being understood that no 1 gererg organisation should be 
d 


established, and that the Societies should meet in Geneva to agree upon a 


common policy when the occasions for such action arose. Within these 


limitations the Joint Foreign Committee have accepted the agreement. 

Mr. Lucien Wour, referring to the question of the Minorities 
Procedure of the League of Nations, said that the Minorities Treaties 
could only be worked successfally in the spirit of conciliation with the 
Minority States, and in such a way that they could obtain the confidence 
of the League of Nations itself. Any tampering with the Treaties would 
create a situation of the utmost seriousness throughout Europe. The 
new proposals did not give them anything better than they already had, 
i.e., direct representation to the League.

Mr. H. GREENFIELD (Sidney Street) said that it was tinfair to allow Mr. 
Weinberg, after so many years, to stand’in the line, as it were, with 
other inventors who had come to their notice. He would like to know 
whether the views on casting expressed by Mr. Emanuel that recently 
appeared in the Press represented the views of the Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they had ample opportunity of discussing 
that question when they were dealing with the first paragraph in the 
as GREENFIELD: I am dealing with the question of casting. 

Mr. B. S. STRAUS, J.P. (East Lonton) said that he could not under- 
stand why THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE and the JEWIsH WORLD were attack- 
ing them. He was sure no one would suggest that he was bigoted with 
regard to old customs and old ideas, but why suddenly, after centuries of 
this kind of killing, should Jews of all people find out that there was 
gome cruelty in casting? He did not know anything about the 
technical difficulties of casting, but he did know that there was less 
cruelty in the way in which Jews killed animals than in any other form 
of killing them. Mr. Weinberg’s machine was on view for some 
considerable time in the abattoir in Islington, and he and other 
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members were invited to see it. He did not go on the appointed day, 
but went on another occasion, and was informed by the authorities _ 
that the machine was not working, and he was not allowed to see 
it. There was apparently some mystery. Dr. Daiches went to see itand 
was told that the machine had been 4 failure, and he was not allowed to 
see it. They were now told that the machine had worked satisfactorily 
in Leeds. He would like to know whether that “show” was under the 
auspices of the Board of Shechita or not. He was of opinion that Mr. 
Emanuel had rendered a service to the Community by his letters to the 
Press. He did not see where the Board had any grievance against Mr. 
Weinberg 

Mr. 8. BInDERMAN (Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham) said 
that some of them seemed to be agreed that the present method of 
casting was satisfactory, yet they were offering prizes for some other 
method. They were doing a great deal of harm by delaying this matter 
from year to year, and every time a different story was told. He believed 
a personal bias was being shown. 

Mr. E. ZeITLYN said that it was surprising that organs of Jewish 
opinion should have thought it advisable at the present stage of the 
controversy on Shechita to employ such a word as “ inhumane- 
ness.” Whatever method was used, all killing was cruel. Quoting from 
a statement of Professor Owen Williams, who had said that “there was 
no specific brutality or cruelty in any portion of the process of killing,” 
Mr. Zeitlyn said that that statement was made at a time when no rubber 
mats or mattresses were used. The London Board of Shechita had since 
spent considerable sums of money for mattresses in order to make the 
fall of the animal as little hurtfal as possible. Jews did not take any 
delight in cruelty to animals. Mr. Weinberg complained that for a period 
of twenty-one years he had been trying to get some kind of recognition. 
He had no doubt that Mr. Weinberg felt some grievance that the machine 
had not been adopted. The best comment that he could make on that 
would be that the same machine tried twenty-one years later had been 
fouod not to be effective for the purpose. The Weinberg machine would 
have an opportunity of demonstration early in May, together with the 
machines of other inventors for the purpose for which it was desired to 
adopt a machine. They were not in any way unreasonable and they 
asked Mr. Weinberg to wait just a few more days, when an independent 
body called the Hobday Vommittee would test the machine. Mr. 
Binderman had used the word “bias,” but he could tell him that this 
Committee which bad been set up was independent of the Jewish Com- 
munity and every institution of the Jewish Community. 

Mr. MICHAEL LEvy said that all the eloquent speeches would not do 
away with the fact that there was very strong agitation for the improve- 
ment of casting. Reading the letters in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of last 
week, by men who were quite impartial and who did know something 
about the Weinberg machine, one must come to the conclusion that there 
had been some neglect somewhere. No one ought to point a finger of 
scorn but should do all he possibly could to bring this matter to a satis- 
factory end at the earliest possible moment. The report said that the 
demonstration would take place in May. There was great suspicion that 
this would not be in 1929, but he hoped that the Board would watch the 
date and see that there was no further delay. 

_ Mr. M. HYMAN Isaacs (Leeds, Old) asked where the demonstration 
would take place. 

Mr. ZEITLYN said that in order that the machines submitted should 
satisfy the necessary requirements, the tests were going te be made in 
London, and they had been assured that they would be held in 1929. All 
kinds of animals would be used and not selected ones, and the machine 
would have to satisfy the requirements of not only the London Shechita 
Board but the Shechita Boards throughout Europe, such as those of the 
large communities of Germany and Holland. 

Mr. F. 8. COHEN (Falkirk) said he had seen the Weinberg machine 
demonstrated, and he thought it was most imperfect, as the animals took 
much longer to kill than by the present method which was used for killing. 
No animal could be dispatched more expeditiously than by the present 
method. 

The Report was adopted.

In preparing the list of the Synagovnes 
and Institutions to be represented the only desire that actuated the Ion, 
Officers, he said, had been to get together a body as completely repre. 
sentative of Jewish opinion as possible. Arrangements had also been 
made for a public meeting to be held after the Conference, at the Scala 
Theatre. 

Mr. J. BOLLOTEN (Manchester Hightown) asked on what grounds were 
they inviting the League of British Jews. They did not know much 
about that body, but they did know that it was not representative. 1% 
did not represent anybody except itself. Its members were 100 per cent. 
British and would like to be 300 per:cent. (Laughter.) He could not for 
the life of him see why they had invited that body and allotted to it 
four delegates, one-third of the number allowed to the United Synagogue. 
At this stage they were resurrecting the League and bringing it to life by 
asking it to take part inthe deliberations for establishing a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine. He could not conceive of anything more 
preposterous. He moved that under nocircumstances should the League 
of British Jews be invited. 

There was no seconder to Mr. Bolloten’s motion. 

Mr. LAURIE MAGNUS, M.A, (West London) said that one of the 
principal objects of the League of British Jews as defined in its Constitu- 
tion was to assist:Jews to settle in Palestine who desired to make Pales- 
tine their home. In those circumstances it was fully entitled to take 
partin that Conference. At the same time he was fully in sympathy 
with the statement that four was too many to represent the League. He 
thought that it numbered more than four (laughter and cheers) and 
half of that number were in that hall. If they reduced the number of 
representatives to one or two, he was sure that it would be no offence to 
the Council of the League. 

Mr. H. 8. SCHILDKRAUT (Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham) 
suggested that the Association for Jewish Youth should be invited to the 
Conference. 

Other members made suggestions as to how the Conference should be 
fally representative, and the Chairman said that the Honorary Officers 
would consider all the points raised, and if they thought that the 
representation should be increased or modified, would the Board allow 
them todo so.

Sir,—I regret that, owing to indisposition, I was unable to be present 
at the meeting of the Deputies held on Sunday last, when the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Organisations was the subject of some ill-informed criticism 
on the part of Mr. A. 8. Diamond and Mr. B. 5. Straus. 

I was particularly astonished by the statement of Mr. Straus that 50 per 
cent. of the amounts collected by the Federation went in administration 
expenses. Although our Vice-Chairman, Mr. Morris Myer, who was present 
at the meeting, instantly protested against this unwarranted attack, my 
Committee feel that strong action should be taken in the matter, and we 
challenge Mr. Straus here and now to substantiate his remarkable allegation 
before the Beth Din. 

The expenses of the Federation have always been kept to the lowest 
possible level. Even throughout the very worst period of its existence—in 
the critical years of the Coat Strike and the General Strike—when donations 
were at their lowest ebb, the administration costs of the Federation never 
appreached such a figure as that mentioned by Mr. Straus.

Notice of the fact that on Sunday next there will be an election of 
‘guardians ” of the Jewish poor at a mecting at which the retiring board 
will submit its report for the past year (said the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 
of Tuesday in an article under the above caption) may draw fresh 
attention to the work 80 unobtrusively done by Jewry’s own “ Poor Law” 
among the many poorer Jews who come to live and work in Manchester, 
often from abroad. 

In the present trade depression the poorer part of Manchester's 
Jewry is suffering considerably. Bat no matter what ill-fortune 
overtakes them—and this is a testing time—no Jew is allowed to 
become a burden on the rates. Organised by a number of idealistic 
and influential Jews, a special Board of Guardians has been working for 
sixty-two years for the relief of the Jewish poor ofthe city, its funds 
being entirely voluntary. One of the difficulties of its administration lies 
in the horror the Jews have of anything approaching the Poor Law or 
workhouse spirit. Cases have to be sought with persistence, and often 
Jewish families are found stubbornly choosing starvation rather than any 
imagined lowering of pride. 

Hiaving such occupations as cap-manufacturing or cabinet-making, 
many of these Jews are welcome in that they bring to the city trades 
and minor commerce which might not otherwise be there. This class in 
particular makes use of the loan scheme, whereby they are able to 
borrow sums free of interest to tide them over bad times. The annual 
report notes that last year loans and relief were granted to 1,632 cases. 
Loans have been made for fifty years, during which time there have 
been virtually no bad debts. This fact, it is said, so impressed the 


authorities that a similar loan scheme was tried in Manchester among 
the Gentiles. Alas, it proved to be a gift!

“The Jew in Scotland.”

Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches delivered an address last Monday afternoon

as no knowledge of their settlement could be traced. The first reference 
te Jews was in the minutes of the Edinburgh Town Council dated 
1665, relating to the admission of a converted Jew who was 
given permission to teach Semitic languages. Twenty-six years later 
when a professing Jew applfed ‘for citizenship the Dean of Guild Court 
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raised an objection. The Treasurer of the Court,.a certain Hugh Biair, 
however, championed the cause of Jewish citizenship and won the case. 
'» about the 18th century Jews were officially recognised and were 
appointed to Government positions and in 1816 a small synagogue was 
vablished in Nicholeon Street. At the beginning of the 20th century 
«ben persecution in Russia was rife many Jews sought shelter on the 
+tish coasts. In 1858, the first synagogue was established in Glasgow,

In the Army of the ‘*‘ Schnorrers."’ 


“ Fisuxe Tar Lame” (Stanley Paul & Co., 7s. 6d.), translated from tho 
Yiddish, by Dr. Angelo S. Rappoport, came from the gifted pen of Mendele 
Mocher Seforim, the “grandfather of Yiddish literature.” This work, 
brilliant in the simplicity and beauty of its construction, gives in convincing 
and amazing detail the peregrinations of Jewish schnorrers in Russia. ~A 
Jewish echnorrer,” says Fishke the Lame, “ must know many things which 
ate absolutely necessary in his trade or profession. He must know his 
business thoroughly and obtain alms from the donor, however unwilling the 
latter may be to give. I and my wife, we belonged to the so-called infantry 
corps of beggara. You look surprised, my friends, but let me explain the 
inner life of that vast army of Jewish schnorrers who are swarming all over 

tussic. They are divided into various classes, into regiments and companies, 
like soldiers . . . generally the vast army of schnorrers is divided into 
infentry and cevalry, that is to say, foot beggars or tramps, walking from town 
to town, and travelling tramps, such as are travelling in carts and wegon- 
hooths. The vast army of tremps and schnorrers is again divided into town 
hegvers end field beggars, that is to say, urban and rural. The urban 
schnorrers see the light of day somewhere in a town, usually in Lithuania, 
whilst the rural schnorrers, or field beggars, are born in a wagon-booth, in 
the open field. They are, so to say, Jewish gypsies wandering about from 
one end of the world to the other. Their perents before them had already 
led that wandering gypsy life. They are always on the road, are born there, 
erow up, marry, beget children, multiply and fructify and die, always on the 
road. They ere free people, free from all control and supervision. They 
pey neither retes nor taxes end have no communal duties ; they also consider 
themselves free from religious duties ; in a word they know no master.” It 
seems a curious fact that, elthough these schnorrers considered themselves 
immune from practising their religion, they nevertheless looked upon it as 
(jod-ordsined thet their brethren in Israel who were leading honest hard- 
working lives should feel themselves compelled as a matter of course to feed, 
clothe end give money to these wandering vagabonds who frequently indulged 
in dishonest devices to excite the pity of decent citizens. Fishke the Lame 
was wedded to a blind wife. Wearying of the slackness of “ trade ” in their 
own little town, they set out on the roads in search of fortune and glory as 
infantry schnorrers until, falling in with a gang of cavalry schiorrers whose 
leader looked upon the blind wife of Fishke as a God-sent and money-making 
acquisition, the wedded pair find themselves elevated to the higher ranks of 
their. profession—cavalry schnorrers, How Fishke finds both trouble and 
romance is best left to the reader of M. Mendele’s inimitable narrative 
form. Dr. Rappoport writes an interesting preface in which it states that 
Salomon Jacob Abramovitch (Mendele Mocher Seforim) based this book on 
his own ectual though unwilling experiences as a boy among Jewish beggars, 
Concerning this work, Dr. Rappoport says: “ It is the tragedy of the Jew, 
ond Mendele laughs, but he laughs as they laugh in Hell. Mendele laughs 
and tears are rolling down his cheeks, but they are tears of blood.” There is 
plenty of humour in the book, but it is humour both ironical and pathetic 
and of the kind that gives one sadly to think, ~ F.

No. 489.—Stray Purim Musings. 
My Dear Cousin, 


The popularity of Purim in Ghetto times is a fact so well established 
that it hardly needs proof. Young and old alike participated in its cele- 
bration, and it is not too much to say that the Book of Esther was as 
well known among the masses as the Pentateuch itself. Small wonder 
that the Talmud declares that all the books of the Bible will one day 


cease, save only the Torah and the Megiliah bad TTAY S655 35) 
5301 PIN. So deeply rooted did the term Purim itselt 


become in the Jewish consciousness that during the Middle Ages and 
even beyond, whenever a Jewish congregation escaped from calamities, 
sometimes acts of God and more often acts of tyrants, a local Purim was 
ordained. There is the famous Purim of Narbonne, first instituted in 
1236; the well known Purim in Algiers, celebrated on the fourth day of 
Cheshvan, 1541; to bring to mind a thwarted attack of Christians on the 
burghers of North Africa there is celebrated in Morocco the Purim de los 
Christianos (1578); and for the last illustration, the Purim di Buda, which 
was celebrated in Padua in 1684. 

Whether the popularity of Purim is as great as it used to be is 
probably an open question. Certainly during the last decade, and not 
only in this country, Chanukah has undoubtedly grown in the public 
esteem among Jews. It is a strange reflection that despite the 
importance of Chanukah it is mentioned comparatively rarely in the 
Talmud, whereas Purim has a whole treatise to itself, with minute 
regulations about writing the Megil/ah, which are so meticalous as to put 
the Book of Esther on the same footing as the Pentateuch. This appears, 
too, in the principle that has been adopted in Jewish ecclesiastical law 
that the reading of the Meg:liah is more important than the study of the 
Torah (7M NWS); indeed, the reading of the 
Megillah takes precedence over everything else TS) 
TIMID 

One asks oneself what was the reason for this insistence on the need 
to hear the Megillah read, or to read it oneself. The immediate answer 
is that those who instituted the practice and attached so much import- 
ance to it desired to keep in the mind of the masses the events narrated 
in the Book of Esther. If this be so, a frank and unprejudiced considera- 
tion of the Book and of its story cannot but generate surprise at the 
importance which was apparently attached toit. It would seem that this 
is nO mere modern opinion ; it has troubled a great many commentators 
in bygone generations; and there is a tradition extant that in some 
circles Jews did not desire to make much of the Book of Esther. It is 
actually recorded that the Book should not be written, but only retailed 
orally Even the adoption of the 
Festival itself as a day in the calendar appeared to have met with some 
opposition. There is a story in the Talmud that Esther sent a letter to 
the Rabbis requesting them to celebrate Purim as an annual Festival, 
Their reply was that they had sufficient difficulties already to cope with, 
and did she want to raise up hatred against them among the nations? 
MNS). Esther responded that they had rothing to 
fear, for already the story had been incorporated in the Royal Chronicles 
of the Medes and Persians. That seemingly satisfied the objectors, and 
as it turned out Purim became a great dayin thecalendar. But objection 
to it there certainly appeared to have been. 

Perhaps the objection was rooted in the non-religious character of the 
Book. - Certainly that must have weighed with those Rabbis who doubted 
the propriety of admitting the Book of Esther into the charmed circle of 
Holy Writ. There is nothing in the Book which would indicate that God 
rales the affairs of men. Chance alone seems to play its part blindly, and 
the author might well have been an entire atheist. This aspect of the 
matter has not escaped the notice of many thinkers who have usually 
found refuge in the explanation that the omission of God's name from the 
Sook is deliberate. Abraham Ibn Ezra ventures the opinion that if the 
Name of God had occurred in the Book, the Persians in translating the 
Story might have inserted the names of their Deities—to the desecration 
of the name of God. As an explanation this may pass muster; but is it 
not more an excuse than an explanation”? 

Another difficulty of those who have read the Book closely is the 
conduct of Mordecai. This, remember, is the pivot of the whole story. 
{t was because Mordecai refused to bow down to Haman that the latter's 
wrath was kindled against the Jews; it was on account of Mordecai's 


conduct that theit fate was sealed; and it was because they éscaped a_ 


dreadful end that the festival] was instituted. Mordecai’s refusal to bow 
down to Haman is not only a material fact, it is the all-dominating fact. 


The question has beén‘asked, Why did Mordecai refuse ‘to show tespect 


to a political personage? To this question there appears to be no satis- 
factory answer, and even so orthodox a commentator as Malbim is not 
altogether happy about Mordecai’s conduct. The Midrash was early 
alive to the difficulty, and its efforts to explain Mordecai's conduct only 
stress the difficulty still more. The Midrash declares that Haman wore 
little idols in his clothing, or, alternatively, that he made himself a God, 
and it was on that account that Mordecai refused to bow down to him. 
Let those be content with such an explanation who'can.. 

The celebration of Purim naturally suggests comparison with the 
celebration of Chanucah. On Chanucah the Hatllel is prescribed and 
divine service is part of the celebration of the occasion. On Purim the 
celebration is limited to feasting and merry-making: Esther “ made it a 
day of feasting and gladness . . . that they should make them daysof 


feasting and gladness.” It is a positive injunction to the Jew—the. 


Shulchan Aruch makes it a duty—to become so drunk as not to be able to 


distinguish between “Cursed be Haman” (JOM WN) and “Blessed be _ 
Mordecai” C3795 JM2). Even the Code-makers must have been some- 


what ashamed of an ordinance of this kind, and they therefore toned it 
down somewhat. But the Talmud is precise enough on the topic, and it 
is indeed a puzzle to understand the mentality of distinguished teachers 
like Rabba or Abayi, who became blind drunk on Purim, and did not hide 
the fact. Was the intention to bring home to the populace that Purim 
has no religious significance? It seems a little puzzling, to say the least, 
Consider furthermore the f°03m S¥, which is said on Chanucah and on 
Purim. The former gives the impression of zeal and enthusiasm ; there 
is much detail in the narrative, amd stress is laid on the ultimate glorifi- 
cation of God’s name. The Purim prayeris rather vague by comparison ; 
there is no religious significance in it ; measured by the other it is a little 
disappointing. 

These are some stray thoughts that might occur to anyone 
who allows his mind to run at random as he well may, on the 
Festival and on its Book. There is little doubt as to the antiquity of the 
celebration. Josephus reports that in his time Purim was celebrated by 
allthe Jews of the world. Tradition undoubtedly held that the events 
narrated in the Book of Esther were historical. Whether historical or 
not, they were responsible for the establishment of the Feast Day, with 
its eating and drinking, and presentations and merry making, while the 
Book appealed because of its numerous dramatic passages. It is not 
too much to say that the Book of Esther has more than any other Book 
in the Bible a great number of translations (Targumim) and explanations 
(Midrashim). Io the latter, imagination literally runs riot, aad the 
incidents recorded in the Book itself are enlarged, adorned and 
embroidered until an entirely new story results. Perhaps all this only 
goes to prove that nankind loves a story dearly ; and that when a Festival 
is instituted the sole purpose of which is to eat and drink and be merry, 
is itany wonder that, human nature being what it is, it should retain 
its hold for centuries ” 

Bat all this does not mean that Purim should be abolished. Be its 
origins whatever they may, the Jewish calendar would be the poorer by 
the loss of so colourful a day.

‘The food consists of bread and soup every night 
in the week, and, in addition, sardines and Kasher margarine on alternate 
nights.

and we dread to think what would happen were this Soup Kitchen not in 
existence and no food forthcoming. 

Our-Community has helped this Kitchen for over 75 years, and we 
venture to ask them again to send us a liberal donation, so that we may wipe 
out our season's overdraft with our Bank of over £800, and so be able to 
continue to distribute the benefits of this Charity to our starving poor. 

The Kitchen will be open seventeen weeks, against fifteen weeks last year,

“IT am glad to see the interest awakened on behalf of the Talmud 
Torahs and the stressing of the need to support this system of education,” 
observed Dayan Dr. Feldman to a representative of THE JEWIsH 

CHRONICLE, who asked him to give his views on 
the Talmud Torah crisis. Dr. Feldman is a 
Vice-President of the Talmud Torah Trust, 
and has always been closely and actively 
associated with the Talmud Torah Movement 
generally. The fact is, declared the Dayan, that 
the Talmud Torahs have never emerged from a 
critical condition, Practically all the support 
that they ever received came from the struggling 
masses, with the exception of grants made in 
recent years by the Federation of Synagogues 
and the United Synagogue through the Union of 
. Hebrew and Religion Classes. , 


“The Trust was founded by the first Lord Swaythling in 1905 
for the promotion of Hebrew and Religious Teaching in the 
Talmud Torahs. At that time, there were four Talmud Torahs 
only. He gave £1,000 as a trust fund in the hope that this 
would form a nucleus of a much larger fund. The objects of the 
Trust were to secure better premises for the Talmud Torahs, to 
prevent overcrowding in the class-rooms, to give grants-in-aid, to 
supervise the teaching by means of periodical inspection, and to 
limit the hours of instruction where these were found excessive. 
Sound work has been effected in all these directions. The Com. 
mercial Road (in its carly history), Great Garden Street, Bethnal Green, 
Redmans Road and Brick Lane Talmud Torahs have all received sub- 
stantial help at some time or other to enable them to improve or extend 
their premises or to acquire new sites, while the smaller Talmud Torahs 
were enabled to improve their lighting, heating, sanitation, etc., through 


_ the advice and grants of the Trust. 


“By 1920, there were fifteen or sixteen Talmud Torahs. A Central 
Education Supervision Committee was set up to aid the local Committees 
in strengthening the educational side ofthe work. Mr. Joseph Prag, J.P., 
was elected President of the Trust. In 1922, Mr. A. H. Hyams, B.A., the 
headmaster of an L.C.C. School and an expert eduacationist, was 
appointed Secretary, to relieve the Rev. I. Goldston, A.K.C., who had 
been and is still acting as Hon. Secretary. 

“The grants from the Federation of Synagogues and Union of Hebrew 
and Religion Classes were subsequently increased from £350 and £200 
respectively to £1,000 and £500 respectively. Since December, 1927, no 
grant has been received from the former. 

“ Your correspondent is in error,” said Dr. Feldman, “ when he states 
that the Secretary alone conducts an occasional examination. During 1928 
there were fifteen extended examinations, six of them by the Secretary and 
the remaining nine by members of the Education Committee” (of which 
he, the Dayan, was Chairman), “all of themexperts in HebrewEducation. 
A Central Examination for selected pupils from the various Talmud 
Torahs was also held, and Ellis A. Franklin and other prizes 
were awarded under the Chairmanship of the Chief Rabbi. Of 
course, all Talmud Torahs should be inspected at least once a year: 
but there are now twenty-two institutions, and the work of voluntary 
inspection, as is the case in similar organisations, has become increasingly 
difficult. The necessity for paid inspection is becoming more and more 
pressing. 

“Your correspondent is again in error,” continued Dr. Feldman, “when 
he speaks of the lack of co-ordination in the teaching. A syllabus to 
suit the needs of the varying types of Institutions was drawn up in 
1922 by the Education Supervision Committee, in consultation with 
representatives of the Headmasters and Teachers. A scheme of 
Certification of Teachers was also prepared, 

“The original basis of the Trust was broadened and includes repre. 
sentatives of the affiliated Talmud Torahs as well as of the supportiag 
bodies, bamely the Federation of Synagogues and the Union of 
llebrew amd Religion Classes. There is an obviously great 
advantage in the composition of the Trust on these lines. I¢ helps to 
create a feeling of corporate existence among the Talmud Torahs, and 
opens out the possibility of gradually increased co-operation among the 
different units. It maintains a platform where matters touching all 
Talmud Torahs can be brought to the notice of the various repre- 
sentatives and an exchange of ideas secured. The representation 
from the contributing bedies possibly needs re-adjustment, and those 
who are concerned in maintaining the present co-operative basis of the 
Talmud Torahs would be delighted to increase and strengthen such 
representation. But, as your correspondent rightly points out, the 
greatest difficulty of the Trust has been to procure the necessary funds. 
Nearly all the Talmud Torahs are burdened with debt; the salaries 
of teachers have often had to be reduced and arefrequently in arrears ; 
alterations and improvements recommended ‘by the medical officers of 
the Jewish Health Organisation cannot. always be carried out. It is to 
be hoped,” said Dayan Feldman, in conclusion, “that the Community will 
become fully alive to the claims of the Talmud Torahs, and by removing 
the financial deadweight help to effect further improvements, which we 
have long contemplated and desired, and to which I referred in 
detail in an Address delivered in January, 1927, and which was fully 


reported in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.”

The American Jewish Congress. 
> 
Important New Work. 
‘From our Correspondent—NeEw 


A determined attempt to reviveand revitalise the American Jewish 


Congress is now being made throughout the United States. tegional 
Conferences are be ‘ng held in all Jewish centres of importance to elect 
delegates to the forthcoming ses<ion of the Congress, which will be held 
on the Slst inst., in Atlantic City. 

The prestige and influence of the Congress has in the last few years 
considerably declined 


. its membership has decreased and the sphere of 
its activity narrowed. The Jewish press ascribes this to the fact that 
the Congress activities were chiefly centred in foreign Jewish affairs, 
and Jewish life abroad no longer interested the American Jew. 

It is now therefore intended to change the scope of the Jewish 
Congress work. Resolutions are being passed urging the Congress in the 
future not only to further and promote Jewish rights abroad, but to 
Safeguard and defend the interests of American Jewry. Itis specially 
pointed out that the position inthe American Colleges and Universities, 
the discriminations against Jewish officials and other attempts to threaten 
Jewish rights, need concentrated action. 

The Congress will be opened by its President, Dr. Stephen Wise. The 
new Chairman of the Executive, Major Julius Peyser, of Washington, 


who is the driving force behind the “revivalist ” movement, will also 
speak. 


Jewish Farmers in America. 


Large-scale Work of Agricultural Society. 


The Jewish agricultural population in the United States numbers 
109,600, according to the estimate of the Jewish Agricultural Society ia 
its annual report, basing the figures on those in Dr. H. 8. Linfleld’s study 
of the Jewish population. They farm a million acres of land, and have 
real estate and personal property valued at over one hundred and seventy- 
five million dollars. 

The Society's farm settlement organisation has found farms in the 
past eleven years for 1,027 families, out of 11,384 persons applying 
for help and. guidance. Since 1908 the farm employment department 


has found work for 16,571 young men; and during 1928 the exten- - 


sion department's agricultural experts visited 2,393 farmers, and gave 
advice and help to 1,881 farmers. Scholarships were given to sons apd 
daughters of farmers for agricultural colleges, and the parchasing service 
bureau saved agriculturists large sums in buying material and supplies. 

Loans have been made for the erection of Synagogues and Community 
houses, and for religious education, and, with the National Council of 
Jewish Women and the United Synagogues of America, the Society helps 
in advancing social and religious life in rural districts. 


Minorities Question at Geneva. 


Provocative Speech by Mr. Titulescu. 


(From our Correspondent.—P Aris. } 


Mr. L. Motzkin, addressing Jewish Press representatives on the 
achievements of the delegates of the minorities at the recent session of 
the Council of the League, stated that they succeeded in amending the 
Dandurand proposals in favour of the views of the minorities on the ques- 
tion of petitions to the League. He emphasized the fact that under the 
new proposals, bodies of the type of the Joint Foreign Committee in 
London, the Committee of the Jewish Delegations, and the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle, would have the right to send petititions on behalf 
of Jewish minorities in various countries. 

Surprise has been caused in democratic circles by the lecture given 
by the Roumanian Minister in London, Mr. Titulescu, before a crowded 
audience in Paris. Mr. Titulescn asserted that the League of Nations 
exceeded its powers under the Covenant by undertaking the guarantee 
of the rights of minorities. 


Fiftieth Birthday of Professor Einstein 


Tributes and Honours. 


Professor Albert Finstein spent his fiftteth birthday very quietly in 
tbe country with a few friends and relatives, while telegrams of con. 
gratulation accumalated at his Berlin house. Messages were received 
from, among others, the German Chaneellor, the Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire, the Hebrew University, the World Zionist Execu.- 
tive, and the Palestine Zionist Executive, the Jewish Health Organisa. 
tion of Great Britain, the Keren Hayesod, numerous Zionist Federa- 
tions and Jewish National Fand Commissions, the Vaad Leumi, anda 
other Jewish organisations and communities. The Berlin Municipality 
presented Professor Einstein for life with a villa in the suburb of Neu 
Kladow, and the Sorbonne Faculty of Natural Science bestowed on him 
an honorary doctorate. The British Association invited him to attend 
the forthcoming meeting in South Africa as its guest. 

The German Press especially recalled Professor Einstein's visits to 
European capitals immediately after the great war, which helped to 
remove anti-German feeling; also his work on the League of Nations 
Committee for Intellecteal Co-operation at a time when Germany's mem. 
bership of the League was a thing of the future. The pacifist organs 
emphasise his devotion to the cause of peace. In honour of his birthday 
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a number of Jewish scholars over sixty years of age are to receive grants 
from the Society for Aged Jews. 


Einstein Forest for Palestine. 


A Movement started by German Zionists to commemorate Professor 
Einstein by the plantation of an Einstein Forest in Palestine has been 
enthusiastically taken up, and he has received the certificate for the first 
thousand trees, together with a basket containing a selection of all the 
varieties of fruits grown in Palestine and some Palestine honey from the 
Jewish National Fund, Jerusalem headquarters. The Jewish National 
Fand of America has added its efforts to those of the Jewish National 
Fund of Germany in the collection of inscriptions in the Golden Book for 
the purchase of land for the forest. 


Fa.aixe Spreads in Polish Frontier District. 
Danger of Epidemics. 
_ From our Correspondent—WARSAW. ! 


The harvest has completely failed in the whole of the Polish- 
Lithuanian frontier district, and consequently famine conditions prevail 
among the peasantry, and there is neither bread, potatoes, nor fodder. 
Jewish land-workers and colonists are suffering with the rest ; the Jewish 
town dwellers, long hard-hit, are reduced to desperation, since nearly all 
their occupations are at a standstill. The famine has in fact served as 
the last and culminating factor in the process, long in progress, of ejecting 
Jews from trading and shop-keeping. 

Although spring is lessening the cold, it is at the same time increasing 
the danger of epidemics, espectally of typhus. The relief committees set 
up in the various towns have practically no funds. Though the Govern. 
nient bas made a grant to help the sufferers from the harvest failure, this 
does not benefit the town-dwellers. The Vilma local authorities have 
arranged to feed the children in the State schools in the affected district ; 
and the Joint has arranged for the feeding of Jewish children in the 
Jewish schools and Talmud Torabs. 


Catholic Jew versus Protestant Jew. 


Christian Rivalry Between Jewish Perverts. 
| From our Correspondent—W ARSAW. } 

The Catholic Missionary Service in Eastern Europe has just made a 
new move, which has provoked the envy of their Protestant rivals. An 
organisation called the Society of Jewish Catholics has been formed in 
Poland, Austria and Hungry to unite the Jewish meshumadim, to further 
their interests and to continue Catholic conversion among Jews. The new 
Society claims to be a Jewish body. “Weare,” they say, “the same 
Jews we always were, only of Christian persuasion.” 

To emphasise the Jewish character of the new organisation, it was 
decided to establish a centre in Vilna, the “Jerushelaim de Lite,* and 
to use as medium the Yiddish “jargon,” which is to be the official 
language of the Society. 

It remains now to await the formation of a Jewish Protestant Society 


and watch for the ages old conflict to be carried on in the true Jewish 
manner.

Peasant Hostility Becoming Dangerous.

The protagonists of a Jewish mass colonisation in Crimea, .

Not only is land in Crimea scare: and 
the authorities rather unfriendly, but the local population is sho.

A special Commission of the All-Russian Executive Committees he 
Soviets whieh went on an inspection tour to Crimea writes in its r: ort, 
now made public: “The plan to settle in Crimea Jewish coloni«' wag 
met by the local authorities with strong resistance. The new s ers 
who were brought to Crimea have shown themselves to be en! rely 
detached from the political and economic life of Crimea; soon th: y fell 
under the infinence of the ‘ kulaks’ (wealthy farmers) and the bour «ois 
nationalist elements.” 

The latest news from Crimea refers to the restlessness ©! the 
peasant population and growing pogrom agitation. The Jewish co!o» ists 
are said to be in a state of panic and have not only asked the auth»: ties 
for protection, but actually organised a self-defence scheme. 


Ort Conference in Russia. 
> 
Re-establishment of Federation. 
[From our Correspondent— Moscow. 

A Conference of the leaders of the Ort organisations in various ; arts 
of Russia, held in Moscow, has decided to establish an All-Russian (rt 
Federation, for which it has adopted a draft constitution. 

Following discussion on future work, it was resolved to submit to the 
Landsmanschaften of Russian Jewry abroad, especially in America, a list 
of small towns where the Jews urgently need machinery and raw 
materials for reconstruction work, and to help the Landsmanschafirn to 
prepare schemes to this end. The Conference decided to demand State 
and Municipal grants and credits for Jewish agricultural work and for 
the promotion of productive Jewish labour, and to watch lest Jews should 
be overlooked in land redistribution schemes. An appeal was made to 
the Jewish Communities te promote Jewish agriculture. 


“Dangerous Jewish Anti-Bolshevists.” 


Petrograd Newspaper’s Complaint. 
[From our Correspondent—RIGA. | 


The famous Great Synagogue of St. Petersburg—formerly the capital 
of Russia but plain Leningrad now-—is in danger of being converte: inte 
a workmen's club. There are many empty buildings in this now half- 
empty city, due to the exodus of its inhabitants to the present ca)ital, 
Moscow, being so great. But the Communists cannot pass the 
Offizerskaya Street calmly as long as the Synagogue continues to be 
consecrated to a house of worship. This magnificent building and the 
dwelling adjoining ‘it are still the place where Jews gather, have tlicir 
meetings, lectures, maintain a library, and generally show some signs of 
Jewish life. 

The PETROGRADSKAYA PRAVDA in a leading article bemoans the fact 
that the Synagogue is not yet closed or, still better, converted into a 
picture house or workmen’s club. The reason for such negligence, suggests 
the writer, is that ‘the majority of the members of this Synagogue are 
*nepmen’ and traders. The place is the centre of anti-soviet gossip and 
who knows, perhaps, even anti-soviet propaganda.” 

Verily, the Jews get it “coming and going.” In Russia they are the 
“dangerous anti-bolsheviks”; outside they are the “dangerous bolshey iis.”

South African Board of Deputies. 


Agricultural Work Jews. 
A meeting of the South African Jewish Board of Deputies was held 


at the Jewish Gnild Building, Johannesburg, xecently, Mr. 5. Raphaely, 


the President, was in thé chair and welcomed a number of newly-elected 
deputies. Councillor Harry Carter, the Hon. Treasurer. presented the 
Board's financial statement. The Executive Committee was empowered 
to appoint a deputation to interview the Minister of the Interior as soon 
as possible with a view t6 obtaining a reduction in the naturalisation fee, 
as the Board was not satisfied with the Minister's refusal in Parliament 
to redute the fee to its original figure. The Executive was 
requested to take action in the matter, of the Union Government's reply 
to the representations made to it by the Board on the subject of the anti- 
Jewish excesses in Roumania last year. The Government had refused 
toapproach the Leagueof Nations in the matter, saying that it had no 
locus s‘andi. The Board had been advised that this was incorrect. 

Mr. S. B. Friede, as Chairman, submitted the report of the 
Jewish Employment Bureau, which showed that 327 applicants had been 
found employment since February 1928. At the annual meeting the 
report presented contained valuable information on the subject of 
unemployment. It was agreed that constituent bodies be asked to form 
Committees or Advisory Boards in their respective areas to assist the 
bureau in fioding employment for applicants. Progress was reported 
with the scheme to encourage Jews totake up agriculture. A successful 
meeting had been heid with the Jewish farmers in Devon, at which those 
present pledged themselves to further the Jewish farming movement, 
and to help in placing suitable persons in agricultural employment. A 
Committee was formed to give effect to the resolutions; it was decided 
that the movement should be under the «gis of the Board of Deputies. 
Jewish farmers intending to be present at the Rand Agricultural Show 
were asked to advise the Board, P.O. Box 1,538, Johannesburg, of their 
address during their stay in the city. The need for Press publicity was

TWO HUNDRED AND TWENTY-NINE Jewish immigrants entered Canada 
during last month, according to figures just made public by the Jewish 
Immigrant Aid Society of Canada. 

FRIENDS and admirers of Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise in New York have 
decided to celebrate his fifty-fourth birthday by the erection of a large 
synagogue. The site has already been acquired. 


THe Central Union of German Citizens of the Jewish Faith recently 
arranged a Conference of about three hundred non-Jewish teachers, at 
which ways and means of eradicating religious prejudices were discussed. 

THE Saxon Supreme Court has confirmed the fine imposed on Kabbi 
Dr. Felix Goldmann, for failing to send his son to school on Saturdays. 
The Court declared that Saturday is not a recognised holy day in Saxony. 


KITUAL murder accusations have been raised on ridiculous pretexts 
at Vilna and at Boskowitz, in Germany. In Vienna, the slashing of a 
young girl by a madman alleged to be a Jew, has given the excuse for a 
pogrom agitation in the anti-Semitic press. 


Ir is officially announced that, on the receipt of his assurance that 
he will abstain from all political work, a renewable German visa for a 
per.od of three months will be granted to Trotsky. The Prussian Minister 
of the Interior and the President of the Reichstag had previously declared 
in favour of his admission to Germany. 


A CZECHO-SLOVAKIAN Hebrew Cultural Organisation has been 
established with its headquarters in Briinn. 


Dr. IsIpDORE LEVY has been appointed Professer of the History of 
Keligions at the Brussels University. .

SENATOR RABBI RUBINSTEIN has been confirmed in his election as 
Chief Rabbi of Vilna by a decree just issued in Warsaw by the Minister 
of Education and Pablic Worship.

SETTLEMENT BEFORE END OF MAY. 


SAFEGUARDING AGAINST POTASH MONOPOLY. 


Col. HOWARD-BurRy (C., Chelmsford) asked the Secretary of State for 


the Colonies in the House of Commons on Monday whether, in view o' 
the need of cheap potash for British agriculture and the necessity of th. 
country to be free of the German potash monopoly, the questiom of t). 
Dead Sea concession would be settled before the end of May. 

Col. HowARD-BUrY asked the Secretary of State for the Coloniec:. 
whether he had now heard from the Transjordanian government wit) 
regard to the Dead Sea concessions and was in a position to make a 
statement to the House regarding their views. 

Mr. OrnMsBy-Gore (Under-Secretary for the Colonies) said that a- 
Mr. Amery had stated on February 7th last, he had now received the 
reply of the Transjordanian Government. Both they and the Palestine 
Government had now authorised the conclusion ofa draft settlement. 
right hon. friend (Mr. Amery) hoped to be in a position to make a definit: 
offer to the prospective concessionaires at an early date. If accepted 
and if other matters were satisfactorily arranged the concession would be 
duly signed which he hoped would certainly take place before the dat» 
mentioned in the question. 

Col. HOwWARD-BuRY: Is the right hon. gentleman aware that thi« 
concession has been granted in principle to Mr. Novomeysky for two years, 
and if he has not got the requisite financial arrangements surely hoe 
could give this concession to those who are prepared to work it and have 
the necessary financial backing” 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: No, sir. The concession has not been granted to 
Mr. Novomeysky. It has been offered provisionally to Major Tulloch and 
to Mr. Novomeysky in equal shares, and we have no reason to doubt that 
these two gentlemen can raise the necessary finance. | 

Col. Howarp-Bury: Is it not a fact that Major Tulloch has given 
power of attorney to Mr. Novomeysky, giving him complete control ” 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE : I should like noticé of that question. 

Major CRAWFURD (L., Walthamstow, W.): As to the necessity of this 
country to be free of the German potash monopoly, is it not a fact that 
what is known as the French group, about which Col. Howard-Bury has 
interested himself before in this House, has made arrangements with the 
German potash monopoly for the European markets. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: I should rather like notice of that. As the hon. 
member kaows, the whole arrangement in connection with the sale of 
potash throughout the world is extraordinarily complex and involves 
complicated financial arrangements. 

Col. HOWARD-BURY asked whether it was not the whole object to 
try and obtain an independent potash supply, quite free from the German 
monopoly, and whether the French was not mcst likely to be antagonistic 
to a German monopoly. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: Iam not aware of that. The whole object we 
have is to be fair to the tenderers who tendered for this concession when 
we advertised it throughout the world. 

Major CRAWFURD: Will the right hon. gentleman now give the House 
an assurance with regard to the concessionairés who have in principle 
been granted a monopoly on the conditions set forth in the question, that 
independence of the German monopoly will obtain. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: Yes, but it is difficult to answer questions while 
the actual process of negotiation is under discussion and in view of the 
fact that negotiations are going on, I should like the question put down. 

Captain CAZALET (C. Chippenham), asked the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, whether the final agreements now being considered by the 
Palestinian Government in regard to the Dead Sea concessions contained 
provisions to enstre permanent British control and the avoidance of a 
monopoly control by any group or organisation interested in the production 
or sale of potash. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE, who replied, said in view of ‘the terms of the 
Mandate, Mr. Amery did not think it would be practicable to enact such 
provisions as indicated in the first part of the question. Any concession 
granted would provide that the operating companies should not, without 
the previous written consent of the Palestine and Tranjordanian Govern- 
ments enter into any arrangement for the restriction of the output of 
potash or the raising of prices in such a manner as to restrict output. 

Capt. WEDGWOOD BENN (Lab. Aberdeen, N.)—Will the Govern. 


ment do something to educate their party on the elementary principles of 
trusteeship ? 


No answer was given. * 


Curtailing Palestine Autonomy. 
INCREASED POWER FOR HIGH COMMISSIONER. 


An Order has been published in the Palestine “Official Gazette” 
authorising the High Commissioner, if he thinks it necessary, to cancel 
or commute any decisions made by Palestine Municipalities, to dismiss 
the Mayors, Councillors or Town Clerks and to appoint others in their 
places, and to appoint financial supervisors to the Municipalities, etc. 

Article 3 of the Palestine Mandate provides that “the Mandatory 
shall, as far as circumstances permit, encourage local autonomy.” The 
Local Government Ordinance of 1921, according to the Report submitted 
by the Government to the League of Nations, was designed to encourage 
local autonomy by providing for the establishment of elected Local 
Councils exercising quasi-Municipal functions, levying rates on property, 
and issuing Bye-laws for securing order with the approval of the District 
Governor. 3 

Thus the new order further curtails the autonomy of Palestine 
Municipalities which was already under restrictions as a result of the 
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provided that the High Commissioner should nominate one of the elected 
members of the Tel-Aviv Council to be President and s' ould also nominate 
one or more elected members of the Council to be Vice-President or Vice- 
Presidents of the Council. The Tel-Aviv Municipal Council is insisting 
on the principle of the autonomy of the Council and its right to elect its 
own officers. 


Plight of the Yemenite Jews. 
DESIRABLE SETTLERS EXCLUDED FROM PALESTINE. 
[From a Correspondent—JERUSALEM.] 


The absurdity of the severe restrictions governing Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine is exemplified by the allocation of twenty permits for 
the Yemenite Jews. The original schedule provided for Yemen only six 
certificates, but the messenger who delivered the certificates brought 
back to Jerusalem such harrowing reports of starvation and persecution 
in Yemen that the Zionist Executive was compelled to send another 
fourteen certificates. Obviously, this does not even begin to solve the 
problem, and every day brings to Jerusalem new reports of the plight of 
the Jews in Yemen. 

There, in an uncivilised Eastern country, thousands of Jews are living 
a life of hunger, hardship. and oppression. They are an ideal unskilled 
labour element for Jewish colonisation; unpretentious, used to hard 
work, with a» Arab standard of living, deeply religious, longing to return 
to Eretz Yisrael—and for no reason at all they are debarred from entering 
Palestine. 

Measures to re-open the question with the administration and to 
arouse Jewish public opinion, are now being considered here. A rescue 
expedition to Yemen, an inquiry mission, and the creation of a special 
immigration fund are among the suggestions under contemp!ation. 

I'he Yemenites already here do not lag behind in the agitition to help 
their less fortunate people in Yemen and have just held an evening at 
Zion Hall in Tel-Aviv, where besides a really remarkable concert, to 
which they treated the crowded hall—a Yemenite is still viewed here as 
something exotic and unique—they made a powerful appeal for help to 
Jews in Yemen who are haviog such a harrowing time now.

Designing the Hebrew University. 
PROBLEMS CONFRONTING THE ARCHITECTS. 


On Tuesday last, at Jews’ College, Guilford Street, Mr. F. C. Mears 
delivered a lecture on “The Architecture of the Hebrew University.” 
Lieut.-Col. Sir Matthew Nathan, P.C., G.C.M.G., presided. The meeting 
was organised by the Friends of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. 

The Chairman said that a seat of Jewish learning at the centre of 
Jewish history and Jewish culture presented to the architect a great 
problem and a wide inspiration. That problem had been attempted by 
Mr. Mears, who, in conjunction with Sir Partrick Geddes, had designed 
the Hebrew University. 

Mr. Mears said that the site of the Hebrew University at Jerusalem 
was one of the most striking and dramatic in the whole world. It was 
set on the crown of a ridge which runs roughly North and South. 
The City of Jerusalem stands high and the Hebrew University is actually 
set on a plateau some 2,830 above sea level. So much forthe site. The 
promoters of the University themselves came from every part of the 
world with no common architectural tradition. Palestine supplied only 
one native building material—limestone. All timber, metal and minor 
fittings had to bo imported. Lately a Jewish factory producing 
very good Portland Cement had been set up at Haifa, and 
that opened new opportunities in the reinforced concrete construction. 
Mr. Mears dealt with the report and plans which Professor Geddes and 
he drew upin 1919. In that they had to consider the problem of fitting 
a large and ever growing Institution to a very restricted and difficult site. 
l'e spoke of the positions of various buildings and the general design of 
the Hall and said tbat probably the central symbol of the University would 
be a great hanging lamp. The whole problem of construction wasa huge 
one. None knew better than the architects how helpful, or how deadly 
might be the environment which they created in their designs for staff and 
students. The many changes which their plan had undergone without 
losing its character led him to hope that they would achieve something 
which would combine unity and diversity, something too, of palace and 
workshop. Most difficult of all was the problem of how to make the 
building on which they were now working not simply a meeting hall, but 
if pos-ible a shrine—a symbol of height from above.

Corroboration of the Story of the Flood. 


MR. LEONARD WOOLLEY'S NEW EVIDENCE. 


As a result of hfs season's excavation work on the cemetery area at 
Ur, Mr, C...Leonard Woolley has discovered new evidence definitely 
proving the occurrence of the Flood which is recounted in the Book of 
Genesis. In an article in THE TIMES on Saturday Mr. Woolley sums 
up his discoveries by saying: “ What we- have then is this. First, 
e\ idence of an extremely early occupation, in which two elements seem 
to combine; of its duration our work on the fringe of the island can 
no idea. Then comes a catastrophe which buries the low-lying parts 
i the island, with its relics of human activity, under a huge bank of water- 
‘aid clay—a bank which in the south-east has been eroded by a later and 
® higher water channel, but must originally have spread uniformly 
overa much wider area. On the top of this we have a fresh occupation 


which carries on some of the old traditions, but departs entirely from — 


others: it looks as if one element of the former population had survived 
at the expense of the other. The disaster which thus buried the old 
Settlement and caused a breach in the continuity of civilisation can, on

is growth seen everywhere. It is true the costis very high, but neverthe- 
rs leas, it really means tha’ the rotation is reduced by about ten years. 
. Thus early returns are obtained and the whole crop is ready for the axe 
earlier than if the trees did not grow so fast. In so short a period of 
time as eight years over half a million trees have been planted on an area 
of 7625 acres. I consider that these new plantations are a wonderful 
sign of the awakening and virile movement among the Jews, and will be 
a lasting monument to their genius and work in Palestine. I cannot pay 
too high a tribute to the very painstaking, carefui and systematic work 
put into them, and the very great amount of thought, energy and con- 
tinnal inspection expended on them by Mr. Weitz in his lofty endeavour 
to make them grow into fine forests in the shortest possible period of time.”

The Wailing Wall Incident. 


From Mr. CYRIL Q. HENRIQUES, M.I.C.E. 


To the Editor of Tar Jewisn CHRONICLE, 


Sir,—As the question of the unfortunate occurrence at the Western 
Wall last Day of Atonement has been before the League of Nations, it will 
probably be of interest to your readers to know exactly what happened. 

At the New Year service ten days previously alight portable screen was 
introduced to separate the men and women according to ancient ritual, 
without any protest being made. 

On the Eve of the Atonement this screen was replaced. An objection 
Was at once made to this by the Abu Madian Wagqf, in whom the area on 
which prayer is offered is vested, and the Deputy District Commissioner of 
Jerusalem, after inspecting the site, ordered the beadle to remove the screen. 

A man of the position of a beadle in the East when interrogated by official 
authority is not likely to point out the difficulty of carrving out orders, 
and, unless the Jerusalem authorities are grossly incompetent, they must 
know this. It is almost certain that the beadle was not in a position to 
remove the screen, and probably could not, on the eve of the Fast, get into 
touch with the requisite authority. The Government authorities, as every- 
one else in Jerusalem, know who the responsible authorities are, but no 
attempt was made to communicate with them. The Deputy District Com- 
missioner himself, who is not_a Jew, later on in the evening attended the 
Churvah synagogue, and sat between a member of the Zionist Executive 
and a member of the Vdad Leumi, both responsible authorities, without 
mentioning the matter to either of them. 

On the next morning a representative of the Supreme Moslem Council 
approached the Deputy District Commissioner of Jerusalem, and threatened 
him that unless the sereen was removed at once there would be rioting. Again, 
no responsible Jewish authority. was consulted, but the police were ordered 
to remove the screen by force, and did so during the service. 

Now, the Mandate Government of Palestine has undertaken to preserve 
the status quo ante bellum in all religious matters, but an erection has been 
since built by the Moslem authorities on the top of the Western Wall over 
looking the place of prayer without let or hindrance, | 

The place of prayer at the Western Wall is an open court some 20 yards 
long by 4 yards wide, bounded by the Wall, which is of cyclopean masonry 
and 30 feet high, and on the other side by hovels belonging to the Waq¢/. 
The expression “ Wailing Wall” is only used in English and German, and 
to-day is misleading. The local name is 2) Sns—‘* Western Wall.”

Zionist Revisionists Manifesto. 
CONGRESS ELECTION CAMPAIGN. 


RE-ORGANISING THE BASIS OF ZIONISM. 


The Central Committee of the World Union of Zionist Revisionists have 
issued a manifesto containing the [Levisionist slogans for the forthcoming 
Congress elections. It says: ” The recent sittings of the Actions Committee 
in Berlin showed the Zionist wor.d clearly the critical position of the 
Zionist Movement. The Actions Committee, by an overwhelming 
majority, surrendered the sovereignty of the Congress, relinquish d the 
leadership of Jewish Nationalism, and delivered up the Jewish - Agency 
to a body of notables, elected by no one and responsible tonoone. The 
Zionist Movement is weakened and disorganised both within and without. 
It lacks courageous leadership; it is devoid of constructive policy and 
up-to-date working methods. In spirit and organisation it is shattered. 
Powerless towards the Mandatory Power, it has also lost its former zeal 
in tho struggle against assimilation. How can the Jewish people, under 
these circumstances, be expected to regard such a Zionist Organisation 
as the embodiment of National renaissance, and the leading body for 
the upbuilding of Palestize? The plan of a ‘mixed’ Jewish Agency, 
begotten five years agoin a moment of despair, has not in the least 
justified the hopes built on it: immigration to Palestine is almost at a 
standstill; everywhere there is apathy and indifference.” 

The Manifesto continues with a detailed exposition of the Revisionist 
programme as follows: 

A Zionist Congress with an unrestricted and unimpaired sovereignity 
is the only guarantee for the National character of Palestine upbuilding. 

The introduction of a colonisation regime in. Palestine is the indis- 
pensable pre-requisite of Jewish mass colonisation. 

The financial base of Palestinian rebuilding must be a national loan 
and a powerful Colonial Bank, strengthened by the ramifications of 
affiliated branches created for special purposes. 

Colonisation must be conducted on the basis of private enterprise and 
credit. It is the task of the Zionist Organisation with its funds to create 
appropriate conditions for such a colonisation work. 

A far-reaching reform in the application of the funds of the Keren 
Hayesod and the Keren Kay:meti is essential for the profitable deployment 
of these funds. 

The principle of National arbitration in all social conflicts must be 
accepted as the primary principle of our national reconstruction. 

The Zionist youth must be educated to regard in a spirit of self- 


discipline and sportsmanship the priority of State interests, as being of 
first importance. 


“Impotence and Factional Squabbles.”’ 


A new political outlook and more effective modes of operation must 
be brought into the activities of Zionism, say the Revisionists. ‘ To 
liquidate the present destructive process, we must in the first instance 
organise and gather together all that is best and most devoted in the 
Zionist Movement. The next Zionist Congress must not repeat the old 
spectacle of impotence and factional squabbles about the division of the 
budget. Congress must no more be degraded to a tribune from which 
fatigued and disillusioned leaders preach retreat and defeat: it must never 
again be ruled by fortuitously elected delegates without conviction or 
opinion, or by partisans concerned merely with the petty limits of party 
doctrine. And above all we must see to it that the coming Congress is not 
the last independent Zionist Congress ; that the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
Herzl's death should not witness the practical dissolution of Congress. 
Herzi’s Congress must not lose it most important role ; it must not submit 
voluntarily to the mixed Agency, consisting more than half of non- 
Zionists. For we shall never recognise as the legitimate instrument of 
National Renaissance an Agency based on such foundations. The elec- 
tions to the sixteenth Zionist Congress will decide the fate of the Zionist 


Organisation. This time it is not a question of this or the other point in 


the programme— it is a fight for the whole.” 

The Manifesto concludes with a strong appeal to all friends of 
Reconstructive Zionism to purchase the Shekel, and for groups and 
organisations in all countries to devote thcir keenest efforts to the Shekel 
Campaign: “ For the last time, perhaps, the Zionist elector is master of 


the Fate of the Zionist Movement and of the reconstruction of Palestine. 
Arm him with the Shekel!”

ZIONISTS GIVING UP THEIR “COMPLETE SOVEREIGNTY.”

RECEPTION TO SIR WYNDHAM DEEDES. 


DIVINE DISCONTENT OF THE JEWS. 

The Association of Jewish Friendly Societies, in conjunction with 
the English Zionist Federation, held a reception at the New Princes 
Galleries, Piccadilly, on Sunday evening, in honour of Brigadier-General 
Sir Wyndham Deedes, C.M.G., and in appreciation of his services to the 
Zionist cause. The function was also for the purpose of gaining support 
from the Friendly Societies Movement. Lieut.-Col. Charles Walcy 
Cohen presided. Messages of greeting were read by Mr. Bermel, 
Secretary of the Association, from Lord Melchett and the Chief Rabbi of 
the British Empire. 

After the reception of the guests by the Chairman and Mrs, Walcy 
Cohen, Alderman A. Kershaw, and Mr. and Mrs. I. M. Sieff, musical 
items were rendered by Miss Luella Paikin and Mr. Ivor Newton. 

The Chairman said that the Association of Jewish Friendly Societies 
had been in existence about tem years, but the great Friendly Society 
movement was fifty years old, and like the Zionist Movement started in 
a small way. There were about 50,000 members at present in the 
Friendly Societies, and he thought that it was an opportune time for the 
Societies, in addition to their usual beneficial work, to help in rebuilding 
the Jewish National Home in Palestine. 

Sir Wyndham Deedes said he had the cause of Zionism very much 
at heart, and was ready to render it a service for many reasons. In the 
first place, he was satisfied that only through Zionism was the salvation 
of the Jews possible. He was also interested, in the second place, from 
the British point of view. The Jewish people had entrusted a unique 
task to Great Britain, and if success was made in that direction, grati- 
tude would not be due from the Community to Great Britain, but from 
Great Britain tothe Jews. He envied the Jewstheir Zionism. It was 
something more than the mere desire to help their fellow 
creatures. The national spirit that most of them possessed, 
was a strong unifying foree. He envied them this possession 
because he saw the effect it was having on their young people 
and he longed to see a similar force in English life. The 
British people had a mission to perform in the world. They bh» 
great traditions, were a world-wide people, nomadic, and possessed 4 
quarter of the earth's surface. The Jews were nomadic, too, and were 
to be found all over the world. They exercised a remarkable infiuen ce 
quite out of proportion to their numbers. The Jews and the British had 
something in common, especially in the way they set up their littic 
ghettoes throughout thé world. But there was a great difference, add! 
the speaker. The Jews had a divine discontent which had been t!< 
means of establishing Zionism, and, in his opinion, it was only throw;' 
that divine discontent, that idealism, and, above all, that enthusias:, 
that the Jews would achieve their object. The National Movement spe:' 
re-creation and vitality, and he failed to understand why there were Jews 
who did not desire to co-operate inthe Movement. Sir Wyndham thes 

referred to the question of the term nationality. People, he said, spoke 
as though they would be compromising their English nationality if they 
were to embrace Jewish nationality. The definition of Nationality, 
according to Professor Zimmern, wasa “body of people united by *% 
corporate sentiment related toa definite home or country.” Zionism 
was a Jewish National Movement, and did not prejudice peopl 
who were citizens of other countries.

was a movement of great significance, and was a clear indication that 

England expected its Jews to take one hundred per cent. interest in 

Zionism.

In consequence of indisposition Mr. Simo» 
was unable to be present. Mrs. Simon read a message from him. 

Mr. 8S. H. Laubner, who presided, said that Mr. Simon was one of th» 
founders Of the University Zionist Movement in this country whic! 
started in 1908. He was helped by such well-known Zionists as Harry 
Sacher, Norman Bentwich, 8. Landman and Paul Goodman. 

Mrs. Fimon read a message from Mr. Simon in which he referred to 
“those heroic days of 1908, when the London University Zionist Society 
was formed in spite of the public protest of twenty-five gallant members 
of the Anglo-Jewish Community, who were pained in their very souls 
at the idea that Jewish students at a British University c. iid so far 
remember their Jewishness as to want to combine on the basis of an 
interest in the restoration of the Jewish people to Palestine. . . . while it 
is a good thing that Zionism has ceased to be an abnormality and is 


recognised as a natural and ligitimate interest even for the emancipated | 


Jew, it is on the other hand a pity that the element of struggle has been 
lost. Zionism comes too easily nowadays and the maxim easy come, 
easy go,’ applies as well to convictions as to materialthings. It cannot be 
too often stressed that Zionism, to be effective in the lives of individuals 
and in the life of the Community, needs to be achieved at the cost of hard 
intellectual effort. Mere acquiescence in a formula is not sufficient, the 
formula must be tested by each individual for himself or herself. This 
testing involves knowledge and clear thinking—knowledge of all that 
goes to make up the background of the Zionist idea, that is, of 
the Jewish intellectual and spiritual heritage, clear thinking on the 
problems presented by the position of the Jew in the modern world. .. . 
The time seems to me to have come when a widespread movement 
for self-education (in the Jewish sense) might be expected to arise among 
our Zionist students and I should like to see more signs of such a move- 
mentthanido. But it would not be fair to inflict more preaching on 
those who are deprived of any means of retalitating. Let me instead 
conclude by wishing the Society a further long lease of strenuous and 
productive activity iu the field of national wora.” 

Mr. Robert Solomon said that the occasion made him throw his 
mind back to the days when he was privileged to meet the small band 
of Zionists, mentioned by the Chairmen, that met in the Temple. He 
played a minor part in those days, and it was only when he visited 
Palestine in 1912 with his cousin, Mr. Norman Bentwich, that the flame 
of interest for Palestine was set alight within him. Mr. Solomon 
described Mr. Simon as the patron saint of the youth movement. 
University students ought not to complain when they left their universi- 
ties that they were not given a chance to helpin the Movement. It was 
no use waiting to be invited to join the Movement; they must push their 
way in and show their determination to help. There was now a welcome 
tendency towards broadening the Zionist Movement and inviting people 
of every shade of opinion to co-operate.

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THE DEAD SEA CONCESSIONS. 


IMPORTANT DEBATE. 
THE GOVERNMENT POLICY. 


In the House of Lords on Wednesday, 
ss Viscount TempLeTOWN moved to resolve: “That a permanent 
British control be established om the Dead Sea, and the subsidiary indus. 
tries arising therefrom; and that amy group to whom the concession is 
granted shall be required to have British finance and British contro! and 
have no connection, direct or indirect, with the Germay. potash monopoly.” 

Lord DANESFORT said that this question was of grave importance not 
Only on account of the great value of the potash deposits, but because of 
the far-reaching politica! consequences it might have. He held that 
under the Mandate of the League of Nations the British Government was 
the trustee of the peoples of Palestine and Transjordan in the matter of 
the Dead Sea concession, the trustee also of this country, and, to a certain 
extent, the trustee of the whole world, which required potash, and that 
the Government could not delegate that trusteeship to anyone else. He 
wanted to know why the terms of our Mandate made it impracticable to 
ensure British control. The only way by which the concession could be 
justiy administered for all interests concerned was by keeping it under 
British contro). He hoped, at least, that before any concession was mado 
it would be laid beitore Parliament for consideration. 

LORD MELCHET? thought it was a dangerous thing that statements 
should be made in the Housé which might be used afterwards by 
promoters and groups who might not be very scrupulons as to their state. 
ments. There was no monopoly in potash. Asa matter of fact, there 
was a large surplus of potash in the world; and it was only by grave 
restriction of production—in Germany to-day by 50 per cent.—that the 
price could be kept ata fairly moderate figure. Anyone who said he could 
make a delivery of potash in competition with German potash should 
remember that serious competition would be threatened, and prices would 
drop by, say, £2aton. There were large potash deposits in France since the 
War. There were deposits in Spain, in which he had been asked to take 
an interest. The Dead Sea concession was an int« resting proposition. 
He had been there pretty often, and he knew Mr. Novomeysky. The 
project had been stadied by German, French and English experts: It 
did seem curious that while they heard-a great deal about this conces.- 
sion, not one important group of flaanciers thought it was worth while 
to tenderforit. Noble lords were ded away by information which was 
supplied to them, but he did not think that those who supplied it were 
persons With expert knowledge themselves. He did say that it was 
dange rous to draw pictures W hich being formulated in prospectuses, might 
‘ead peopie to embark money in a somewhat speculative undertaking. 
Might he ask whcther no Palestinian subject was to have any concession 
in Palestine, because both Mr. Novomeysky and Major Tulloch were 
Palestinian subjects ? lie must enter a protest against the attern pt to 
create prejudice against men who had gone out to develop Palestine and 
had become Palestinian subjects under the British Mandate. Ile was 
not advocating that a Concession should be given. to anybody. Their 
lordships must please understand that he had no interest whatever in 
anybody's concession, neither had the companies in which he was 
interested; but, on. general principles, he must enter a protest 
against the kind of oxpressions which had been used in regard to 
these men. Palestine was a Mandated Territory, not a_ British 
Dominion he wished it were the other way round—and to come forward 
and say that this concession should only be given to British financiers 
was to adopt an absolutely impossible position. The Palestinian Govern. 
ment could not possibly give anybody a preference. He was perfectly 
certain that the Government could not, and that their lordships’ House 
would not, accept such a resolution as had been moved by Lord Temple- 
town. He hoped that, if the concession were given to anybody, it would 
be seen that it was given to people with sufficient financial resourses to 
carry it out. 

Lord THOMSON submitted that the vacillation of the Government ino 
this matter was worthy of condemnation. It was almost incredible the 
time that had been wasted over it; ten years had elapsed since the 
matter was first mooted. He wished to ask Lord Plymouth, who was to 
reply for the Government, these specific questions: (1) What were the 
“eonnected matters " to which Mr. Ormsby-Gore referred in the House of 
Commons on Monday; (2) was it a fact that a purely British group hed 
made an offer to merge the various claims. if any, which might bo 
substantiated, and, if so, would the Government entertain such a pro- 
posal? (3) Had the Government got in mind the necessity for safe- 
guarding the position of the inhabitants, notably the Arabs? (4) Would 
the Government make sure that, whoever the concessionaires might be, 
they would be able to undertake the work on an adequate scale and 
not be swallowed up by any group holding a virtual monopoly in potash ? 
If this concession was so utterly worthless as Lord Melchett seemed to 
think, why had it not been possible to deal with it very much earlier, 
and why had so much attention been attracted to it from all parts of the 
world? He personally was attracted to this matter by the report that 
magnesium was obtainable from the Dead Sea salts in paying quantities. 
If that was so, it was going to make a very great difference in various 
forms of construction. They could not claim that these deposits should 
be put under purely British control, but they did want to safeguard them. 
selves against a possible repetition of what happened in the first part of 
the War, when the price of potash went up to fabulous heights. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Lord BLEDISLOE said that before the War there was in Germany a 
monopoly of potash which operated detrimentally to progressive agricul- 
turists throughout the world. If there was no longer a potash monopoly 
they had to thank those who had secured the return of Alsace to France. 

Lord Plymouth’'s Reply. 

The EARL OF PLYMOUTH said the Government could not accept the 
resolution. The waters of the Dead Sea were divided equally between 
Palestine and Transjordan. Both these territories were territories in 
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respect of which His Majesty had accepted a mandate, and the Mandate 
provided that His Majesty should see that there was no discrimination 
against the nationals of States members of the Leagne, as compared with 
pationals of mardatory Powers and other foreign Powers, in so far as the 
exercise of commerce and industry in those territories was concerned. 
Therefore even if His Majesty s Government and the Governments of these 


two territories were completely free at the present moment he thought it ~ 


would be impossible, in view of the terms of the mandate, to accept the first 
part of the resolution. Nor would it be possible to require that any person 
to whom the concession might be granted should be financed and con- 
trolled by British interests. It was right, and it was intended, that in 
any public issue that might be made to raise capital for the company 
which was to operate the concession, Palestinian citizens and Transjordan 
nationals should bave a prior right of allotment to a certain percentage. 
To insert a similar provision for giving preferential treatment to British 
subj-cts would be contrary to the provisions of the Mandate. The Pales- 
tine and Transjordan Governments were committed in principle to the 
grant to Major fulloch and Mr. Novomeysky of a concession at least in 
respect of an offer made by them at the end of 1926 in response to a 
public advertisement. Negotiations with regard to terms and conditions 
of the proposed concession were now going on, and unless and until 
these negotiations proved to be abortive no alternative for the disposal 
of the concession could properly be entertained. Though it was not 
possible for His Majesty's Government to insist upon British control they 
were informed that it was the intention of Major Tulloch and Mr. 
Novomeysky if granted a concession to provide in the articles of associa- 
tion that the chairman of the company should be a British subject and 
that British subjects or British subjects and Palestinian citizens should 
form the majority on the board of directors. As to the suggestion that 
anybody to whom the concession was granted should be required to have 
no connection, direct or indirect, with the German potash monopoly, that 
aspect of the situation had received very carefal consideration from His 
Majesty's Goternment, but they were advised that it woud be im possible 
to discriminate by neme against the German concern. It would be 
practically unworkabic. Ile doubted whether any prudent persons would 
havoécren up a concession of thig kind Uesey had been restricted by such 
a condition. In a matter reieting to a mendated territory, discrimination 
against a particular firm or combine would be almost impossible unless 
it was proved that the interests of the natives in those territories were 
being deleteriously affectcd. From that point of view the question 
rcsolved itself into one of obtaining conditions in the concession which 
would safeguard the interests of Palestine citizens and Transjordan 
nationals.. Ifa company which operated the Dead Sea concessions were 
to cnter into arrangements for the restriction of output, or were to make 
sneb arrangements for the disposal of their products as to deprive the 
Government improperly of any of the profits in which they would otherwise 
have participated, their action would affect the interests of the natives of the 
mandated territory. It was therefore intended to provide in the con- 
ecssion that the company should not, without the previous written 
consents of the Governments of Palestine and Transjordan, enter into 


an arrangement of such a character. Such a measure of contro! w..:\4 
prevent the company retarding the full development of the »,; ral 
resources of the Dead Sea.

on the table before the final agreement was signed. That undertaking 
still held good. The resolution was by leave withdrawn.

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Law Cases. 


Bankruptcy.—Last week, at the London Bankruptcy Court, the public 
examination was concluded of Isaac Morcan and Hyman Wrnter, trading in 
partnership as Morgan and Winter, at Belsham Street, Hackney, boot 
manufacturers. The debtors failed in December last, with liabilities £3,678 
and assets valued at £929. Their failure was due to bad trade and to heavy 
overhead charges. 


The public examination was concluded in London Bankruptcy Court 
on Tuesday of Issy SumnKker, known as John Shenken, hairdresser, of 149, 
Wardour Street, W., who lately carried on business at 13, West Hill, Wands. 
worth. The debtor failed in January of this year, with liabilities £912, 
and assets estimated to produce £1,105. He came to England from Latvia 
in 1912. In 1923 he started business on his own account as a ladies’ hair- 
dresser in Wardour Street, and in December, 1925, purchased for £1,000 the 
freehold of 13, West Hill, Wandsworth, had the premises altered, and fitted 
up for use as a ladies’ and gentlemen's hairdressers’ establishment. The 
debtor attributed his failure to heavy expenses in altering and fitting. up the 
shops ; to the costs of the action brought against him by the contractor for 
extras; and to loss of the lease and goodwill of the business at Wardour 
Street. 


The first meeting of creditors was held at Bankruptcy Buildings on 
Tuesday of SoLOMON CHMELNITSKY, furrier, 1, Aldersgate Buildings, Barbican, 
ayainst whom a receiving order was made on the 5th inst. Mr. Walter Boyle 
(Senior Official Receiver) reported that the debtor's statement of affairs 
disclosed gross liabilities £6,097, of which £5,435 were expected to rank. 
The net assets were valued at £545. Debtor attributed his failure to lack of 
working capital, bad debts, trade depression, and the drain on his business 
occasioned by paying 20s. in the £ to certain creditors included in his deed of 
assignment in 1924. Mr. B. W. Ellis was appointed trustee of the estate. A 
committee of inspection was also nominated. 


Sued for School Fees.—-Oa Friday at the Whitechapel County Court, the 
Governors of the Whitechapel Foundation School sued Simon Coney, of 
92, Commercial Street, E.1, for £10 15s. 10d. in respect of school fees. Mr. 
Wallen, the Headmaster, said that the defendant’s son was a pupil at the 
school from September, 1926, to July, 1928, when he left. According to 
the school rules the fees were £3 3s. 4d. per term, but the defendant's son was 
allowed to pay half fees. He left without any notice and the defendant was, 
therefore, liable to a penalty of £10 and 15s. 10d. in respect of the half term's 
fees. The school received about £33 per annum in respect of every pupil 
from the L.C.C, and as a result of Mr. Cohen's son leaving, they had lost the 


_ proportion of his grant from the L.C.C. Mr. Cohen admitted the amount due, 


but said that he had beén made bankrupt in March, 1926. Judge Cluer held 
that the contract was entered into after the defendant had become bankrupt, 
and gave judgment for the plaintiffs for £10 15s. 10d. and costs. 


Caterer’s Claim.—At the Whitechapel County Court on Friday, Nathan 
Hyman, of 1, Grafton Street, Mile End, a caterer, sued Smion GoopMan, 
of 38, Tollet Street, Mile End, a tailor, for £35, being balance due under a 
contract. The plaintiff stated that Mr. Goodman engaged him to cater at 
his daughter's wedding on December 25 last. He received a deposit of £25, 
and it was arranged that the balance of £35 should be paid after the wedding. 


On the morning of December 25, he received a telegram from Mr. Goodman 


stating ‘‘ Wedding postponed, accident to bridegroom.’ Plaintiff then 
took the food, which had already been prepared, from the hall to the defend- 
ant’s house. Mr. Goodman admitted having engaged Mr. Hyman to do the 
catering, but pointed out that on the receipt for the deposit appeared ‘‘ Balance 
of £35 to be paid on the completion of the wedding.’’ He contended that as 
the wedding had not been held-he had forfeited his deposit, but the plaintiff 
was debarred from claiming for the balance. Judge Cluer gave judgment for 
the plaintiff for £34 with costs, 


Sequel to a Club Raid.—Joseru Dent, Secretary, of Lee-side Crescent, 
Golders Green, Joun Lipman, of Castellain Mansions, Maida Vale, and Harry 
Moss, clerk, of Newcastle Place, Whitechapel, pleaded guilty at Marylebone 
Police Court to assisting in conducting premises for gaming at the Burwood 
Club, Tichborne Street, Edgware Road. (A report of the previous hearing 
was given in our last issue). Mr. Hay Halket, fined Dent £50, with 50 guineas 
eosts, and ordered Lipman. and Moss to pay £25 each. He also disqualified 
the club for twelve months, and ordered the gaming instruments seized to be 
destroyed. 


Aged Jewess’s Tragic End.—Last week, an inquest was held at the 
Poplar Coroner’s Court, upon Mrs. Jessie MARGOLIs, aged seventy-seven, a 
widow, living at 26, Church Lane, Commerciai Road. Miss Lily Margolis, 
the daughter, said that her mother had fallen, pulling a large kettle over at 
the same time and had severely scalded herself. Witness put oil upon the 
scalds and ran for a doctor. Her mother had later been removed to the 
St. Peter’s Hospital, where she died after first being attended to at the 
London Jewish Hospital. Dr. Francis Louis said that. Mrs. Margolis died 
from toxemia from scalds of the chest and arms. A verdict of accidental 
death was returned.

Investments and Securities. 


By OUR CITY EDITOR, 


More comfortable monetary conditions have assisted sentiment 
on the Stock Ex hange. The better feeling has been due to a rally in 
the sterling exchange rate and to the fulfilment of hopes that the Bank 
of England would secure the gold available in the open market. Thus 
the outlook has appreciably improved. It is noteworthy that the 
Ventral Institution seeured more gold than was expected and at a 
cheaper price than recently. In fact, the £894,200 announced was the 
largest addition to its holding since the increase in the official discount 
rate of 55 per cent. Fears of any further advance are, therefore, 
considerably diminished. This improved prospect has been funda- 
mentally responsible for a revival of confidence in the stock markets. 
A good effect has been produced in the gilt-edged seétion and a cheerful 
tone has spread to other departments. There has been quite a fair 
amount of animation in Various directions, but the development of 
actual business has been of moderate extent in view of the present 
account covering the Easter holidays. It has also to be remembered 
that the pudget and the General Election are events that follow. 
While there is satisfaction to be derived from the more favourable 
financial position a measure of caution is still needed in dealings. 


General Electric Surprise. 


The most recent outstanding event has been the postponement by 
the General Electric Co. of the issue of 1,500,000 Otdinary £1 shares to be 
offered to British shareholders only at the price of 42s. American share- 
holders who held themselves aggrieved by being excluded from any offer 
cabled asking that negotiations on some different financial basis might he 
considered, which would obtain effective management without depriving 
them of any proprietary ownership in the company. A reply was forwarded 
to their representative committee that the company’s financial advisors 
had elaborated a plan which it was thought safeguarded both objects. In 
the early part of the current year sustained American buying carried the 
price of General Electrics up to over £4. They have latterly been down to 
52s., but on Monday last jumped sharply to 68s. bid, and are now around 
§2s. As voting rights have already been effectively secured to British 
shareholders by a change in the company’s articles at the end of last year it 
is generally regarded with satisfaction that negotiations are now in progress 
in order to remove any danger to future financial relations with American

shares. For his attempt to limit shareholding to British investors 
following upon an operation of doubtful fairness whereby ron-British 
shareholders were excluded from profits which they claimed to be theirs 
—if they cared to take them—of right, has been stopped by the good 
sense of the Stock Exchange. Nothing could be worse from the National 
point of view than this attempt to differentiate British from non-British 
investors, and I should imagine from the point of view of finance 
it must be equally disastrous. What Sir Hugo did was the 
more unfortunate, however, because it was definitely directed against 
American investors, and there is enough and to spare of uneasy 
feeling between this country and the United States as things are. I say 
that Jews should be glad that Sir Hugo is not likely to have his 
way in this matter, because everything that tends to segregate nation 
from nation is, positioned as Jews are, damaging most of all to Jewish 


interests. All undue restriction tending to keep peoples apart tends to 


encourage the spirit of Chauvinism, and that is ever fatal to the Jew. 
That Sir Hugo is a Jew himself, makes bis action in this matter all the 
more to be regretted, just as that fact, added to the other one of his 
German origin, makes his ostentatious pose as a super-patriot all the 
more ridiculous.

BL FIELD OPEN FOR EXTENSION, 

The statatery meeting of Einstein's Electro Chemical Process, Ltd., was 
held on Wednesday, March 20, in London. 

Colonel the Master of Sempill, A.F.C. (the chairman), said that the art of the 
electro chemice! deposition of metals had been Known and practised for a long 
period, and had been generally applied to covering those articles which were 
the msel ves conductors of electricity. The process to be practised by this company 
wus the result of some twenty years research, and constituted a number of im- 
provements on existing practice and enabled the art of electro deposition to be 
greatly extended on a commercial scale. Almost every kind of material had been 
subject to treatment by electro chemical deposition, mainly on an experimental 
scale, and the reason why this phase had not been passed was due to the fact that 
results were unsatisfactory, or that the cost was prohibitive, or both. 

There was a very big field open for the extension of the ey § process, 
not only in present methods of manufacture, but in new ideas and opening fresh 
possibilities to industries. The company owned a number of patents im this 
country, and had applied for foreign patents on an extensive scale. Research 
was being pursued with increasing vigour, and ingenuity of the technical staff was 
certainly not exhausted, so that from time to time the scope of the patent position 
would be extended. In addition, they had under their control certain secret 
formule and data which added considerable strength to the company’s position. 

MR. EINSTEIN'S SERVICES, 

The board had realised in the early stages that Mr. Einstein could perform 
more valuable work for the company if he was freed from the details of organisa- 
tion and could devote his time to the scientific and technical side of the business.

Kingdom, 40 trade inquiries from foreign countries, 58 applications for the granting 
of licences in th» United Kingdom and 105 applications for the sale of patent 
rights and the grant of foreign licences.

('nfortunately in the second act we ascend to levels in which the theft by

ford Milford (Allan Jeayes), amid conventional stage wealth, wins his £50 
het that Judy, now a famous entertainer, will incredibly consent to his 
ad vances. The upholstery and cocktails in this scene would, of course, 
vive rise to gurgles of delight in the gallery if a transfer to more spacious 
hoards were achieved. Finally, the fish-and-chips element is perversely 
mixed by Judy with the caviare, just to show the expensive ingredient how 
weak its flavour is; during which meal sympathy goes to the duly outraged 
upper tenth. Since, however, the resultant nausea lands Judy in the arms 
of the desired but dubious Milford, it should presumably be considered a 
happy ending.

I wish you alla merry /’urim. I hope that in some form or other 
you will celebrate this anniversary of a typical deliverance of our 
people from an equally typical persecution. The story of Esther 
is a Biblical narrative, which has least confirmation from other sources 
of all the stories in Scripture. We have Egyptian monuments and 
inscriptions to bear out a great many of the details of the story of the 
Exodus We can even gaze on the sculptured or mummified features 
of the Pharaohs who figure in the narrative that has come down to us. 
We can go back even earlier and from the excavations at Ur can look 
npon houses that Abreham may have visited and temples that he 
most probably saw. Assyrian inscriptions tell us much by way of 
confirmation of the narratives of the Books of Kings and the Prophets, 
but of the Book of Esther we have no outside contirmation; yet it 
rings absolutely trae. 

A TRUE STORY. 

The story of the downfall of Haman is told with such a weaith of 
circumstance and dramatic effect tha. it cannot be a mere fairy tale. 
The characters are all true to life. We know of the absolute power 
wielded by the Persian monarchs, of their love of display, of the pride 
they took in their harems. We know how they often had their 
favourites who were advanced to great positions in the State. We 
know that there were often plots and intrigues aga nst the ruling 
monarch. Mordecai, again, is a type thoroughly familiar to us—a Jew 
humble yet proud, loyal to both the State and his own people, with 
the simple religious faith in the protecting hand of God but yet with the 
initiative and the insight to realise that he might have been appvinted 
to act as the divinely chosen instrament in the salvation of his 
threatened kinsfolk. We know, too, the type of the ambitious wife, 
jealous of her husband's new-won power, stopping at nothing to seat 
him more firmly in the saddle. We know, with a painfal familiarity, 
the libel concerning our people that they keep not the king’s laws just 
because they cling to their owa traditional cus. ms, 

REAL HISTORY. 

So we do not need the confirmation of inscriptions on stone or 
papyri to tell us that this is real history. Scholars wrangle and argue 
about names and dates. But they are of little moment. The Esther
